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THE STAR SERVICE FRAUDS 


GEN. BRADY’S BOLD METHODS OF 
CORRUPTION. 

A FLUTTER OF EXCITEMENT AMONG THE STAR 
ROUTE RING— TREASURY OFFICERS 
DEEPLY IMPLICATED—ONE OF THE WAYS 
IN WHICH THE GOVERNMENT WAS 
ROBBED. 

Wasuineton, April 21.—The forced re- 
tirement of Gen. Brady from the Post Office 
Department has caused a painful flutter among 
the star route group, and has brought promi- 
nent members of it to Washington for consul- 
tation. It has also created great conster- 
nation in the Post Office Department 
among those who are known to have 
been beneficiaries of the star system, 
and numerous rumors are afloat to- 
night in reference to impending dismissals. 
Among these is one to the effect that Sixth 
Auditor Megrew and Deputy Lilly are marked 
for decapitation. These gentlemen are offi- 
cers of the Treasury Department, and cannot, 
therefore, be directly reached by Postmaster- 
General James. It is believed that the fraud- 
ulent practices in connection with star routes 
could not have been successfully carried out 
without the knowledge and connivance of 
the Sixth Auditor’s office, and it is likely, there- 
fore, that the Secretary of the Treasury will 
direct an investigation of that office for the 
purpose of ascertaining the truth or falsity of 
the unpleasant rumors that are freely circu- 
lated in connection with this branch of the 
postal business. No further changes were 
made in the Post Office Department to-day, 
but as soon as the evidence now being collected 
is completed a number of removals will speed- 
ily follow. 

A case that illustrates the boldness of the 
fraud systematically practiced during the past 
four years in the management of the star 
postal routes is furnished by the route known 
as No. 40,104, and running from Mineral 
Park, Arizona, to Pioche, Nev., a_ dis- 
tance of 232 miles. This route was let 
on July 1, 1878, to Miner, Peck & Co., at 
$2,900 per annum for a weekly service. In 
August or September, 1878, the route was sub- 
let by the ¢ontractors to Isaac Jennings, of St. 
Thomas, Lincoln County, Nev., at $4,700 per 
annum, or $1,800 more than the contract 
price. Soon after receiving the sub-contract 
Jennings was requested to get up a petition 
for tri-weekly service, but refused to do so 
on the ground that the proposed increase was 
wholly unnecessary. Notwithstanding his re- 
fusal, however, to make a movement to secure 
increased service, he was surprised to receive 
from Washington a sub-contract calling for 
tri-weekly trips and raising the pay to 
£12,600 per annum. This is explained by 
the fact that in April, 1879, the original 
contractors, through their influence with 
the Post Office Department, secured an in- 
crease to tri-weekly service, and had the vay 
raised to $22,300 per annuni. Thus it will be no- 
ticed that Jennings, who was performing the 
service, received of this increase only $12,600, 
leaving $9,700 to be divided among the 
principals. In July, 1879, or about three 
months after the first increase was 
made, the service was . still further 
increased without any solicitation from Jen- 
nings, and without his knowledge, to seven 
trips per week, and the yearly pay was raised 
at the same time to $52,000. When this last 
increase was made, Jennings was ordered to 
put on daily service, at the rate of $28,000 per 
annum, thus leaving $24,000 per annum to be 
divided among the principals. Before the route 
was increased to daily service the contract was 
transferred from Miner, Peck & Co., to J. W. 
Dorsey. When the change was made Jennings 
was not informed of the fact that the depart- 
ment, in addition to directing increased trips, 
had also expedited the service. About three 
months after the transfer to Dorsey, Jennings 
was informed by M. C. Riedell that the 
schedule time had been’ shortened to 60 
hours. Riedell was the clerk and agent of 
Dorsey, and in order the more effectually to 
carry out the fraudulent purposes of the ring 
Dorsey made a contract with Riedell at the 
full contract price named above and filed this 
agreement at the department. After making 
the nominal contract with Riedell, Dorsey 
made an actual contract with Jennings for 
both tri-weekly and daily service, specify- 
ing that he should be paid $12,600 for the 
tri-weekly and $28,000 for the daily service, 
which was $9,700 per annum below the sum 
fixed by the department for the tri-weekly ser- 
vice, and $24,000 below that fixed for the daily 
service. Jennings acted in perfect good faith, 
and was ignorant of the transactions between 
Dorsey and his clerk. 

The agreement made between Dorsey and 
Jennings was forwarded by the: latter to Rep- 
resentative Daggett, of Nevada, with the re- 
quest that it be filed with the Post Office De- 
partment. Mr. Daggett, immediately upon 
receipt of the agreement, left it with J. L. 
French, Chief Clerk of the Contract Office, 
requesting him to place it on file. 
For the service of the first quarter 
under the tri-weekly contract. Jennings 
received his full pay according to the 
terms of his contract. At the expiration of 
the next quarter, however, he not only failed 
to receive the pay due, but he received notice 
from the department that fines had been im- 

osed for faiiure to perform service, and that 

stead of the Government owing him $7,000, 
ne was debtor to the Government by 
reason of the fines imposed in the sum of 
$700. These fines, it seems, were imposed 
because of Jennings’s failure to perform the 
service on the expedited schedule, of which he 
had no notice until informed by Riedell, as 
above explained. Not comprehending this 
method of doing business, and being star- 
tled by the large pecuniary loss which 
threatened him, Jennings at once pro- 
ceeded to Washington. Before leaving the 

West he obtained a number of signatures to a 

protest against the frequency and expedition 

of the service ordered by the department. 

‘There was no necessity whatever for this in- 

crease, as the route was {through a wilderness, 

and the number of letters carried over it at 
any time did not average three per week. 

Arriving at Washington, jedell ascer- 
tained that Jennings intended to file this pro- 
test with the department, and, in order to pre- 
vent such damaging testimony being made 

art of the public records, he gave Jennings 

3,500 not to place the protest on file. In 
the meantime, however, Riedell received from 
the Government full pay, less the penal- 
ties, all of which were charged to Jennings. 
For the two following quarters Jennings was 
paid only $330, his principal claiming that the 
balance was consumed by fines. Jennin 
having been thus shania, the route was sold 
by the owners to Saulsbury, Gilmore & Co. 
Jennings remained in Washington with the 
expectation that he would obtain justice from 
the postal authorities, not supposing, of 
course, that the very persons from whom 
he ex protection and redress were 
parties to the practices by which he had been 
defrauded. He had no rights whatever which 
the Post Office were bound to respect, for the 
reason that he was unknown to them, his 
a ment never having been placed on the 

es of the oe. The contract between 

Jenn. and Riedell, which Mr. Daggett left 

with Chief Clerk French, was not placed on 

the files of the department until March, 1881 

and then only upon the peremptory demand 

of Mr. Daggett and the two Senators from Ne- 
vada, whom he made acquainted with the in- 
justice done him.

CROPS IN THE WEST. 

Sr. Lovuts, April 21.—The Post-Dispatch 
publishes very full reports to-day from Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska relative to 
the last corn crop raised in those States. These 
reports generally show that the crop fell short of 
that of 1879, not so much through a decrease in the 
acreage planted as through a smaller yield. This 
was more particularly the case in Illinojs, Missouri, 
and Kansas, the other States—Iowa and Nebraska

pared well with the et year, but a large 
amoust was damaged. especially in Iowa, by the 


heavy snows that fell and covered the grain in the 
cribs as well as in the fields. The amount cribbed 
at the country shipping points was large in Iowa. 
but generally small elsewhere. The farmers and 
stock men fed more than the usual quantity to 
their stock, owing tothe severity of the Winter. 
The prices paid at the country shipping points 
ruled generally higher than in the preceding year. 

Lincotn, Neb., April 20.—A protracted rain-storm 
prevails, further delaying planting. <A large area 
of wheat has been sown. The prospects for Win- 
ter wheat over the State is only an average yield. 
The acreage is smaller than last year. Spring 
om promises finely in the western part of the 

ate. 

BisMARCK, Dakota, April 21-—Seeding is about 
half over in the Upper Missouri Valley, and reports 
from different places show that the ground is in 
excellent condition.

A DEAR DEMOCRATIC VICTORY. 


SUCCEEDING ON REFORM PROMISES IN CIN- 
CINNATI, AND HEARTILY SICK OF THE 
RESULT. 

Crnctnnat, April 21.—The disadvantage 
under which the Republican Party has been 
placed in this State by the action of the Legis- 
lature, now happily adjourned, will be over- 
come in a measure, if not entirely, by the 
course ef the new Democratic and reform 
Mayor of this city. In the matter of appoint- 
ments the wishes and advice of the party lead- 
ers are being entirely ignored, and bit- 
ter feeling is being fast developed. Several 
leading Democrats have declared that they 
will have no further relations with Mayor 
Means, and many others, though they say 


nothing, are dissatisfied and sullen. The elec- 
tion itis plain to see, has brought the party 
little in the way of patronage that will count. 
Worse than this, the reforms in the matters of 
Sabbath observance and liquor selling, which 
were used as capital during the campaign, but 
with no intention on the part of the Demo- 
cratic managers of ever carrying them out, 
Mayor Means now declares will be carried out 
to the letter. Over this the party is beginning 
to feel very sore. It is a responsibility that no 
party can assumein Cincinnati without. in- 
curring certain defeat at the next election. 
The Mayor has issued an order that every 
body found violating the Stubbs law next Sun- 
day will be arrested at once and brought to 
trial in the Police Court. The defiance with 
which his order for last Sunday was received, 
has made him much more obstinate in his pur- 
pose to enforce the law, and he will go at it 
next Sunday in dead earnest. The Germans 
will take it as an attack on their liberties, and 
declare that they will hold the Democratic 
Party strictly responsible. 

Taken altogether, the recent Democratic vic- 
tory here is working the party decided injury, 
and Hamilton County is likely to come up in 
the Fall with one of the largest Republican 
majorities she has ever given. 


A VETO BY GOV. HOYT. 


THE COURTS OF COMMON PLEAS AND STATE 
OFFICERS—A SUBSTITUTE PROPOSED. 

HARRISBURG, April 21.—As was expected, 
Gov. Hoyt has vetoed the bill giving to Courts of 
Common Pleas in this Commonwealth power to 
issue writs of mandamus against State officers. His 
reasons for the veto are manifold. The chief ob- 
jection urged against the bill is that it places the 
State officers and documents at the mercy of the 
courts of the different counties, whose action might 
result in serious delay to public business. An- 
other objection is that the Courts of Common 
Pleas are limited in their practice to the 
rules which were observed in the Su- 


preme Court seven years ago. While the 
scope or applicability of these rules are not indi- 
cated in the bill, the bill includes all State officers 
as subject to mandamus, and, if the jurisdiction 
confeired shall be exercised ak it has been prac- 
ticed in the Supreme Court, then courts of one 
county might issue 2a mandamus on another county 
court, all Judges being State officers. Such power, 
in the view of the Governor, was never intended 
to be conferred on Courts of Common Pleas. The 
bill is defective in that it fails to provide authority 
for serving the writ of mandamus beyond the limit 
of the county in which it is issued. The Governor 
indicates that there is no objection to the author- 
{ty to issue such writs being conferred on the 
courts of Dauphin County, which have for years 
exercised jurisdiction in Commonwealth matters. 
Immediately upon the reading of the veto mes- 
sage a vote was taken on the Dill, and as it failed 
to receive the necessary two-thirds it was not 
passed, and the veto was sustained. Senator Nor- 
ris then read in place a bill giving the courts of 
Dauphin County power to issue writs of mandamus 
against State officers. This was the intention, 
when introduced, of the bill vetoed, but it was 
amended to apply to the whole State, with the 
eftect of securing condemnation. Should this bill 
pass, it will without doubt receive the Governor's 


approval.

CINCINNATI’S TOBACCO TRADE. 


OPPOSING A LAW WHICH, IT IS BELIEVED, 
WILL GREATLY INJURE BUSINESS. 

CIncInNATI, April 21.—The tobacco trade of 
this city, representing an annual business ot about 
$12,000,000, has appointed a committee to seek 
legal advice as to the best method of resisting the 
Brown County or “ Vesters’ law, which has just 
passed the Legislatures. The new law, if enforced, 
will completely revolutionize the present system of 
inspecting and handling tobacco. Several impor- 
tant restrictions, which have gone far to make 
the Cincinnati market what it now is, have 
been abolished and new rules introduced 
that will make a just inspection of the 
tobacco brought here impossible. Among 
the Brown County shippers there happens 
to be several who have been in the habit of ‘* vest- 
ing’’ their hogsheads—that is, of concealing in the 
middle of the hogshead a lot of tobacco of much 
poorer grade than that on the outside, which is 
subject to examination. This practice prejudiced 
the Cincinnati trade against shipments from Brown 
County, although it was admitted that only a com- 
paratively few of the dealersin that region were 
“vesters.’’ Seeing that injury was being done to 
the honorable as well as tricky shippers, the Brown 
County b pce combined against the Cincinnati 
trade,and succeeded in getting through the Legisla- 
ture the bill inquestion. It wasan unwise, though 
perhaps natural course for them to take,as the whole 
trade will suffer if the provisions of the new law 
are carried out. The dealers here regard it as un- 
constitutional, and attorneys here agreed with 
them in that belief. They are up in arms and will 
throw eyery obstacle possible in the way of its en- 


forcement.

WADE HAMPTON MAKES IMPOR- 
TANT ADMISSIONS. 
ACKNOWLEDGMENTS OF FRAUD BY THE 
SOUTH CAROLINA SENATOR-—THE BOUR- 
BONS BUSILY ENGAGED IN REPLYING 
TO MR. FRYE’S SPEECH. 

WasuinctTon, April 21.—The Senate con- 
tinued in session for nearly six hours to-day, 
and the most remarkable features of a dull de 
bate were the admissions made by Senator 
Wade Hampton, of South Carolina, a short 
time before adjournment. Mr. Frye was not 
present, having departed for the North, but he 
had left his speech behind him, and there is 
enough in it to engage the attention of the 
Democratic side of the chamber for some time. 

At the beginning of the day’s session Mr. 
Coke, of Texas, took the floor to reply to Mr. 
Frye’s remarks in relation to elections in his 
State. Judge Coke is a large man who wears 
along white beard. He uses a peculiar style 
of oratory. At the beginning of a sentence he 
expends all the force of his lungs and seems to 
be trying to shake the flesh from his bones ; but 
before he reaches the end of the sentence he’ 
becomes quiet and his voice sinks to a whis- 
per. He explicitly denied the truth of 
Mr. Frye’s statements in regard to Texas, 
and then reviewed the history of the 
State, showing the extent of its resources 
and eulogizing those who had contributed to 
its greatness. Mr. Coke undertook a defense 
of the whole South, and urged Northern 
Senators to allow the material, intellectual, 
and moral forces of each Southern State to 
work out that State’s salvation. ‘‘ You know,” 
said he, ‘that our race has never been 
dominated by an inferior race, and I tell you 
that it never will be.’”’ The burden of his ap- 
peal was that the South should be allowed to 
follow its own devices for preserving its 
society. ‘‘ You would if you could,” said he, 
‘* put our illiterate and immoral classes on top. 
We only ask that for the interests of all classes, 
we may be permitted to give our intellect and 
our wealth and our best classes a chance to 
rule.” For more than two hours he continued 
to speak to almost empty benches. 

Then the indefatigable Mr. Call, of Florida, 
who is beginning to be recognized as Mr. Mor- 
gan’s rival, undertook to defend Florida 
against Mr. Frye, and asserted that he had 


never heard of a single outrage upon colored 
voters in that State committed because of 
political considerations. But the suffrage laws 
of Massachusetts have an irresistible fascina- 
tion for him, and he had been on his feet 
only a few minutes when he was drawn into 
his o]d and often a We ge argument about the 
limitations established by those laws. This 
argument, which is repeated every day in the 
Senate, seems to be the only one by which 
Southern Senators can reply to anything 
which is said on the other side of the chamber. 

At about 3:30 o’clock, Mr. Dawes gave a new 
turn to the debate by reading an editorial 
printed in the Charleston News and Courier, 
the leading newspaper of South Carolina, 
This Democratic paper has frequently, since 
the Presidential election, warned its readers 
that the unlimited use of fraud at the polls, by 
which they had secured and perpetuated their 
power, might trouble those who indulged in it. 
The editorial quoted by Mr. Dawes asserted 
that it was not yet known how fair elections 
and good government couid be enjoyed at the 
same time, but added that the combination 
would be in some way effected. The State 
would not be fit to live in if what had been 
used as a desperate remedy should become 
daily food. There was danger already that 
some of the engineers of the system would 
‘** be hoist by their own petard.”? The editor 
then asserted that at a recent local election 
one set of Democrats stuffed the ballot-boxes 
to defeat another set of Democrats, and that 
the ballot-boxes in the Democratic county of 
Lexington were so badlystuffed that the Dem- 
ocratic managers refused to canvass the votes. 
In Democratic eyes cheating as a means of se- 
curing honest government, the editor contin- 
ued, was widely different from cheating for 
the benefit of local workers in the party. There 
was always one way to insure absolute hon- 
esty at elections, and that was by getting the 
white people interested in a free ballot anda 
fair count. ‘‘When our pleasant vices are 
likely to become whips to scourge us,” said 
this editor, ‘‘we are in a humor to mend our 
ways.’’ The meaning of the whole article 
was that cheating might be justifiable in de- 
feating the negroes and Republicans, but might 
become an annoying practice when used by 
Democrats against Democrats. Mr. Dawes 
commented upon each sentence in an inimita- 
ble way, and then read a published letter from 
a Bourbon ex-member of Congress in Virginia, 
who was willing to havea Readjuster Gover- 
nor and a Readjuster Legislature, if they 
would only maintain Caucasian supremacy. 

Mr. Hampton could not avoid replying*to 
the interesting evidence furnished by the lead- 
ing journal of his State. His remarks were 
pray ar very candid. He would not say 
that there had been no fraudsin South Caro- 
lina, but he asserted that he had never seen 
any and had never encouraged any. He had 
always advocated the rights of the col- 
ored voters, and had tried to bring his 
people up to the same point and show 
them that their interests and those of the col- 
ored people were indentical. ‘‘ There are men 
in South Carolina,” said he, ‘‘ who are strug- 
gling for a free ballot and a fair count, and 
are Syn to deal fairly with the great prob- 
lem which confronts us.” He urged Northern 
Republicans to put themselves in the place of 
Southern men. If Massachusetts had been 
overrun by the Chinese, and had been 
obliged to submit to them, the Chinese 
would have been hanged to the lamp- 
pee. But Southern Democrats had 

en suffering for years from a domination ot 
the ignorant. He asserted that the Republi- 
cans of the North were entirely different from 
the Republicans of the South, and that the 
former had no real knowledge of the character 
of the latter. ‘‘We know,’ he continued, 
‘‘that there have been irregularities and 
frauds. Jadmitit. But I plead as justifica- 
tion the cruel wrongs inflicted on our people. 
Life and the State itself were at stake. My 
unalterable determination is to rectify as soon 
as possible these wrongs which I have ad- 
mitted. We want your help, but you cannot 
aid us by denunciation and abuse.” 

Mr, Dawes did not fail to take advantage of 
these aZzmissions, and direct the attention of 
the country to them. They had been made, he 
said, after weeks of denial. 

Mr, Jonas read a telegram from the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Louisiana saying that Charles 
Heath, whose sto has been told by Mr. 
Dawes, had not left Louisiana because of po- 
litical persecution. but because he had burned 
his buildings in order to get the insurance on 
them, and that sufficient evidence of the fact 
would be found to cause his indictment. He 
also read a letter from Massachusetts, the 
writer of which asserts that Heath is nota 
man of good reputation at home. 

In the colloquy which ensued, Mr. Saulsbury 
interrupted Mr. Dawes and tried to support 
Mr. Jonas, and was asked by Mr. Dawes if 
Mr. Jonas could not take care of himself. Mr. 
Saulsbury said that Mr. Dawes did not show 
good irc 9 Mr. Dawes replied that the 

enator from Delaware was not atjudge of good 
breeding. Just before adjournment, after Mr. 
Morgan and Mr, Dawes had had some words 
about Alabama, Mr. Morgan saying that Mr. 
Dawes could not support his assertions con- 
cerning that State without dishonor, Mr. Dawes 
and Mr. Call had another discussion about 
the Jaws of Massachusetts. Then Mr. 
Saulsbury arose ‘and declared that Mr. 
Dawes had _ spoken to him in a 
manner unbecoming to gentlemanly _inter- 
course, and that the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts was unacquainted with the rules of 
courtesy. After such a display of imperti- 
nence he had decided never to interrupt him 
again. Mr. Dawes at once acknowledged that 
he had made a curt reply in the heat of debate 
and said he was sorry. He asked pardon o 
the Senator from Delaware. Mr. Saulsbury 
hesitated about. acknowledging this apology, 
and before he decided to do so the Senate ad- 
journed.

COMMISSIONER FRENCH LEAVES FOR THE | 


PACIFIC COAST TO INVESTIGATE CEN- 
TRAL PACIFIC MATTERS. 

Wasuinctron, April 21.—Commissioner 
French, of the Pacific Railroad Bureau, ac- 
companied by W. F. MacLennan, Chief of the 
Warrant Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, an expert accountant, left last night for 
the Pacific coast, for the purpose of inquiring 
into the character of the combination made by 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company with 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé and other 
railroad companies, forming what is known as 


the Southern Pacific route, through which 
combination, it is alleged, the trade legitimate- 
ly belonging to the Central and Union Pacific 
route is diverted and carried over the Southern 
Pacific line. The two officers above named 
have gone by way of the southern route. Mr. 
French will stop at Santa Fé to investigate 
the books of the Atehison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Company, and Mr. MacLennan will go 
direct to San Francisco and begin his inquiry 
into the books of the Central Pacific Com- 
pany, whose main office is at that point. The 
full purpose of this official visit and investiga- 
tion has been fully explained in previous dis- 
patches to THE Times. Should the allegations

Notice has been received at the Post Office

that the rate of fees charged for money orders 
issued in Switzerland for payment in the 
United States has been increased from 25c. for 
every 25f. (about equivalent to 5 cents for 
every $5) to 50c. for every 25f., (10 cents for 
every $5.) The reason assigned for thus 
doubling the rates for money orders is that the 
vresent charge for bills of exchange in Switzer- 
land upon this country is so high that the 
public and speculators can more cheaply remit 
money tothis country by means of money orders 
than by means of bills of exchange, and as the 
Swiss department, being indebted to the 
United States for the amounts paid by the 
latter country on orders issued in Switzerland, 
would have to make its payments on money 
order account to the United States by means 
of bills of exchange, the business would be 
conducted at a loss to the Swiss Government. 
For the first time since the commencement of 
the money order business with Switzerland 
(Sept. 1, 1869) that country is indebted to the 
United States, the orders issued in Switzerland 
during the three months ended March 31, 1881, 
having exceeded, in amount those issued in the 
United States during the same period.

PREPARATIONS FOR LORD BEA- 
CONSFIELD’S FUNERAL. 

HIS INTERMENT TO BE MADE AT HUGHENDEN 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH HIS WISHES—THE 
APPEARANCE OF HIS BODY. 

Lonpon, April 21.—An extract from Lord 
Beaconsfield’s will, dated 1878, which has been 
submitted to the Queen, but which may possi- 
bly be disregarded, as Lord Beaconsfield did 
not repeat the wish expressed therein during 
his last illness, is as follows: ‘‘I desire and 
direct that I may be buried in the same vault, 
in the church-yard at Hughenden, in which 
the remains of my late dear wife, Mary Anne 
Disraeli, created in her own right Viscountess 
Beaconsfield, were placed, and that my funeral 
may be conducted with the same simplicity as 
hers was.” If Lord Beaconsfield’s body is 
buried in Westminster Abbey the interment 
will probably be in the vacant space in the 
north transept. to the north of Lord Palm- 
erston’s tomb. The body lies in the room 
where he died, and where he usually trans- 


acted his business. The invalid couch on which 
he died has been removed, but his writing- 
table remains, In the centre of the room is a 
carpeting of black cloth, upon which are 
trestles draped in black supporting the coffin, 
which is six feet long. The body is shrouded 
in a white satin winding-sheet, and lies in a 
lining of white satin. His head rests on a 
frilled satin pillow. Hardiy any alteration is 
perceptible in his face, which has not assumed 
the ordinary pallor of death. The curl on 
his forehead remains. His hair has only a few 
streaks of gray. His hands are crossed above 
the winding-sheet. During the night wax 
tapers burn in the room. His face has not the 
slightest expression of pain, but it wears an 
expression of a placid and happysleep. His 
eyes are closed, and his mouth is smiling. ~- His 
face looks many years younger than it did in 
the later yearsof his life. [t is presumed that 
an opportunity will be afforded his private, 
political, and literary friends to view the 
corpse. 

The Executors of Lord Beaconsfield met 
at his late residence to-day, and.resolved that 
the funeral shall take place on Tuesday next 
at Hughenden. Lord Rowton, who has re- 
turned to London, states that the Queen has 
no desire to interfere with the wishes expressed 
by Lord Beaconsfield relative to his funeral. 

The Morning Post says: ‘‘ We have reason 
to believe that the Austrian Government has 
instructed Count Carolyi, its Ambassador 
here, to attend the funeral of the late Lord 
Beaconsfield as testimony of the regard of the 
Austro-Hungarian nation.”’ 

Lonpon, April 22.—Besides the representa- 
tives of foreign powers, members of both 
houses of Parliament will be present at the 
funeral of Lord Beaconsfield. Representa- 
tives of every department of the civi 
will also attend. 

Lord Beaconsfield’s body will probably be 
conveyed to Hughenden by road on Saturday 
and be placed in his favorite room, overlook- 
ing the village church, until] the day of burial.

THE LAND LEAGUE CONVENTION. 
UNFAVORABLE COMMENTS ON MR. GLAD- 
STONE’S BILL—THE COERCION ACT. 
Dosuin, April 21.—The National Con- 
vention of the Land League opened at noon 
to-day.

tenants, should be released, and expressing 
heartfelt thanks to the Irishmen in America 
for their sacrifices to sustain the struggle for 
the abolition of landlordism, The convention 
adjourned to Monday. 

The opinions expressed by delegates at. the 
Land League Conference were strongly ad- 
verse to the provisions of the Land bill, 
but it was generally considered that 
the measure should not be rejected un- 
til an effort is made to amend it. Myr. 
Brennan denounced the bill as unworthy of 
acceptance, it having been made by lawyers 
to drag the land question down into a wrangle 
in the law courts. A large number of priests 
were present at the conference, and they were 
the principal speakers.

A TRESTLE GIVES WAY UNDER A TRAIN— 
EIGHT PERSONS LOST. 


Cxicaco, April 21.—A special dispatch to 
the Zvening Journal from Clinton, Iowa, says: 
“At 5 o’clock this morning the night express, 
which left here, westward bound, on the 
Rock Island Division of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railroad, was moving at 
an ordinary speed across the  trestle-work 
over the Meredosia River, one mile south of 
Albany, Ill, when the trestle gave way, and 
the train, without warning, was suddenly pre- 
cipitated into the river. The train consisted 
of an engine, tender, baggage car, passenger and 
sleeping car, all went down except the sleeper, 
which hung over the bridge at an angle of 45 de- 
grees, the upper end high in the air. Two cars 
floated down the stream. The passenger . coach 


lodged against the island, four rods away. The 
aggage car. stuck in the middle of 
the stream, about the same distance away. 
Engineer West and the fireman (a resident of Free- 
port, but name unknown) went down in 
the cab, and nothing has been seen since of 
the men or locomotive. Sam Fianagan, bag- 
gageman; Henry Myers, brakeman: Dan EIll- 
thorpe, messenger, and Thomas Fuller, conductor, 
all escaped, but all are injured except Fuller. 
There were 11 passengersin the forward car, in- 
cluding a man and boy, residents of Pine River, 
Wis., en route for Omaha; a woman and two chil- 
dren, who boarded the train at Savannah for 
Rock Island; Dr. D. W. Lundy, of Albany. 
and five others whose destination is unknown, 
Of these, two men jumped ashore as the floating 
car passed the abutment of the wagon bridge 
which went out yesterday. Another man madea 
leap, but fell back and was drowned. The woman 
an one child and the bo from Pine 
River were taken off the roof of the car after 
it lodged at the island, and the six other 
passengers, including the man from Pine River. 
the little child of the woman, and Dr. Lundy, were 
drowned. These, together with the engineer and 
fireman, make eight lives lost in all. There were 
only three poeteors in the sleeper, and they. 
together with the colored porter, climbed out of 
the rear _end of the car and escaped un- 
injured, The names of the three passenge 
are H. W, Gordon, of Rochester, N. Y.; 
G. W. Chapman, Newark, N. J., and Henry War- 
ren, Boston. A traveling companion of Chapman, 
named F.C. Butler, was not on the train. The 
wounded have been made comfortable at a hotel.

So far as the 
committee had examined the bills, it seemec 
as though their purpose was to disfranchise ir 
the primaries all voters who were not either 
Republicans or Democrats. Mr. Brooks, in 
reply, said that he did not ask a favorable re 
port out of compliment, but because he be 
lieved the three bills, seeking to purify the pri- 
mary elections, affected the political welfare 
of every citizen, and for that reason he had 
hoped .that they might be submitted to the 
House for consideration. It was not probable, 
he admitted, that at this late day in the session 
they could be fully considered, but he had 
trusted that some discussion might have been 
hadupon them. Letter be re letter, petition 
upon petition, had been sent to him, by Repub- 
licans as well as Democrats, asking that some 
change might be effected in the present system. 

In reply to Mr. Brooks, Mr. Raines, one of 
the ‘‘stalwart” Republicans, made a brief 
speech, which may perhaps be taken as the 
feeling of a large proportion of the Republican 
members. Somehow or other, perhaps not 
without reason, Mr. Brooks has acquired a 
reputation for being an exceedingly strict 
Democrat on party measures, and an exceed- 
ingly magnanimous and liberal politician on 
all measures which can even be construed into 
attempts to impair the strength of the Repub- 
lican Party. The feeling had gone abroad that 
these primary election bills were in some way 
contrived to hurt the Republicans, and that the 
best thing to be done was to strangle them. Mr. 
Raines said that when Mr. Brooks introduced the 
bills, early in the session, it was in a speech 
full of fine irony and attacks upon the Repub- 
lican Party. He had supposed that that was 
all there would be of it,and that there the 
matter would stop. The gentleman was anx- 
ious to promote local self-government and to 
regulate the primaries by 5 ear If the 
law was to be applied to the Democratic Party 
alone he could not object, for he thought it 
needed regulation, and very near to the district 
from which Mr. Brooks had been elected. It 
was heard tnat John Kelly had just countea 
himself in and had been re-elected by fraud. 
Mr. Raines believed this matter could be left 
to the people, and that they were entirely com- 
petent to take care of their primaries and cau- 
cuses. 

It was to be expected that the fight would 
take a party color, and it did, as soon as Mr. 
Alvord moved the previous question. Mr. An- 
drews, in explaining his vote, ‘*‘ thought he 
heard a whip cracked,” to which Mr. Crapser, 
when his turn came, replied that the hearing 
of Mr. Andrews must be better than his own, 
for he “didn’t hear anything crack. The 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee says the 
bills are unconstitutional. He is high au- 
thority, and ’ll take his word for it and vote 
no.”? Mr. Hickman, of Erie, was the only Re- 
publican who voted with Mr. Brooks, and he 
voted with him because he believed the bills to 
be a meritorious presentation of the subject 
and entitled to consideration. Mr. Brooks’s 
motion to disagree was lost by a vote of 29 to 
62, and then the report of the committee was 
agreed to by a viva voce vote. 

_It was only a day or two ago that the Ex- 
cise bill for New-York and Kings Counties 

assed the Senate, and, coming to the Assem- 

ly, was referred to the Cities Committee. 
This morning Mr. Russell, for a majority of 
the committee, reported the bill. Mr. E. A. 
Carpenter, Mr. Duguid, and Mr. Everett pre- 
sented a dissenting report. As soon as the 
two reports had been read, Mr. Skinner, the 
champion of the temperance interest in the 
Assembly, moved to recommit the bill for a 
hearing, as he had requests from persons who 
wished to speak upon it. Mr. Russell said that 
hehad not supposed any one desired to be 
heard, as no application had been made to the 
committee. The Chairman of the Cities 
Committee had expressed unalterable oppo- 
sition to the bill, and would oppose it 
if sent back, Hecould see no better way to 
discuss it than in the House. Mr. Brodsky re- 
called the fact that the bill had been in the 
Senate two or three months, and that every- 
body had been heard there. Mr. Husted and 
Mr. Alvord, both strict temperance men, 
sided with Mr. Skinner in his motion, and 1 
was carried by a vote of 49 to 36. It may be 
—— as a foregone conclusion that there 
will be no excise bill passed by the lower 
House. ‘* It won't do, however,” said a mem- 
ber to-day, ‘‘ to come to the conclusion by ex- 
amining the roll-caill that all the men who 
vote against an excise bill are temperate.” 

The Railroad Committee, through Mr. Skin- 
ner, sent in a bunch of adverse reports, which 
disposes of a dozen bills that are more or less 
‘“‘queer”. They have killed the bill introduced 
last week by Mr. Trimble ‘‘ to provide for a 
State railway,’’ and which was only a new 
form of the Berme Bank Railroad bill. Then 
they killed Mr. McCarthy’s bill directing how 
often trains shall be run on the elevated rail. 
roads, the Sheridan and M. C. Murphy bills 
reducing elevated fares to 5 cents at all hours, 
@ pro rata bill introduced by Mr. Dayton, Mr. 
Brewning’s bill conferring similar powers on 
the State Engineer to those proposed to be 
given to the Railroad Commissioners, two bills 
to require elevated railroads to put dripping 
pans under their entire structure, the bill to 
compel them to place lights at all cross-walk 

ts, and several others of a similar nawure. 
All the reports were agreed to, and the result 
was so satisfactory to Speaker Sharpe that he 
could not resist the temptation to declare: 
“* That’s a pretty good day’s work.” 

The Commerce and Navigation Committes 
having refused to report Mr. Alvord’s bill fix- 
ing the rate for elevating grain at one-fourth 
of a cent a bushel, Mr. vord this morning 
made and carried a motion to discharge the 
committee from further consideration of the 
bill, and it was sent to the Committee of the 
Whole. The Commerce and Navigation Com- 
mittee has acquired the reputation of heing 
“ scalawag,” and it seems to bea perfectiy 
easy thing to induce the House to rebuke it. 
Its i Poses does not extend to its Chairman, 
Mr. Duguid, who, it ought to be known, haa 
been outvoted ‘and frequently browbeaten by 
some of the more mischievous and noisy mem- 
bers of the body. 

At the afternoon session of the Assembly 
the consideration of Mr. Steele's bill, taxing 
the obligations of pemapes corporations, was 
pestpease until next Tuesday. Before that 

ime it is probable that some criticism will ba 
heard upon a recent performance of the joint 
Committee on Assessment and Taxation. The 
bill defining the term *‘' Jands,” which was th> 





first one taken up by the commissions, was 
very carefully considered, and among the 
sinendments made by it was one based upon 
numerous decisions of the courts, by which the 
tracks of street railways were to be taxed as 
real estate. The jomt committee, after 
bearing arguments by counsel for the street 
railroads.who en pre the amendmeént,reported 
the bill, then took it back, and yesterday re- 
ported it with an amendment, whieh provides 
that the tracks shall only be taxed as real es- 
tate where they are owned in feesimple. The 
amendment is believed to have been forced in 
by a lobby of street railroad men who have 
been here. Mr. Andrews is said to be the 
member who suggested the amendment. It is 
yertain it was carried by the votes of City 
members on the joint committee, and that the 
>ommission is opposed to it. The effect of the 
amendment would be to exempt every rail- 
road track in New-York City from taxation. 

The Assembly was in a funny mood during 
the afternoon, It took up Mr. ‘iles’s bill, re- 

uiring telegraph companies in cities to put 
their lines under ground, and, having stricken 
ot the enacting clause in Committee of the 
Whole, afterward, in the House, reversed its 
action and ordered the bill toa third reading 
by a vote of 39 to 35. 

There was a long discussion on Mr. Spinola’s 
bill, fixing telegraph rates at 20 cents for 15 
words in this State, and half that rate for news- 
p:pers, An amendment, providing that all 
taessages received and delivered from any 
pare out of the State shall be carried for one 

alf the lowest rate charged in December, 1880, 
was adopted and the bill ordered to a third 
reading. It was opposed by Mr. Alvord and 
Mr. Husted. and their opposition brought on a 
laughable discussion, in tne course of which Mr. 
Spinola, Mr. Alvord, and Mr. Niles rallied 
each other upon the changes that they had 
undergone, and Mr. Spinola found opportunity 
to declare that ‘‘Honest John Kelly was a 
better Democrat than Lucius Robinson ever 
dared to be,” and that he would vote for him 
for Governor again if hewere nominated under 
similar circumstances to those under which he 
last ran. 

The message of the Senate announcing non- 
roncurrence with the Assembly amendments 
to the Street-cleaning bill was received, to- 
gether with the request that a conference com- 
mittee on the part of the House be appointed. 
it will probably be named to-morrow. Mr. 
Brooks’s bill for the better protection of chil- 
aren was ordered to a third reading.

DISCUSSIONS IN THE SENATE. 

THE STREET-CLEANING AND CHARTER BILLS— 
MISCELLANEOUS MEASURES CONSIDERED. 
Asany, April 21.—Judge Robertson this 

morning announced the names of Senators 

McCarthy, Strahan, and Hogan as the Senate 

Conference Committee on the Street-cleaning 

pill. This committee is regarded as iron-clad 

on the Senate bill. Messrs. McCarthy and 

Strahan both pledged themselves in the debate 

yesterday to stand by that bill, and Mr. Ho- 

gan, being a Democrat and a friend of Judge 

Donohue and Mayor Grace, is expected to be 

squally firm. Unless the Assembly committee 

should conclude to yield, the conference will, 
of course, result in nothing, and that is what 
everybody anticipates. 

The third reading of the New-York Charter 
pill was set down asa special order after the 
mtroduction of bills, and it was expected it 
would pass as it came from the committee, 
which was instructed to report it complete. 
But this expectation was not realized. Tho 
tlerk had only reached the fourth section 
when Mr. Forster moved to recommit, with 
imstructions to amend by introducing his plan 
of electing Aldermen by Assembly districts in 
lieu of the present method. This amendment 
was carried in Committee of the Whole when 
the bill was previously under discussion, 
but the special committee to’ which it was 
sent to report complete struck out the 


amendment, and restored the section 


to its original form. Messrs, McCarthy 
and Strahan opposed Mr. Forster’s motion, as 
they did before, while Messrs. Bixby, Fowler, 
and others advocated it. A long discussion en- 
tued as to the constitutionality of the present 
method of electing Aldermen in New-York 
City, but no new point was developed, and as 
it was admitted that no court had yet decided 
the method to be unconstitutional, although it 
had been a law for seven years, the plea of un- 
constitutionality did not avail much with the 
Senate. Mr. Forster’s motion was defeated. 
Several other minor amendments were pro- 
posed by Messrs. Forster and Strahan and ac- 
cepted. Section 27, providing for the reduc- 
tion ot the Park Commission to a single head, 
elicited another long debate, growing out of 
an amendment offered by Senator Strahan 
to leave two Commissioners in the Depart- 
ment instead of one. Most of the New- 
York and Brooklyn Senators favored the 
amendment, and it was finally carried by a 
vote of 15 to 12. This was the only material 
amendment made in the bill so far as it had 
been read up to the time of adjournment. The 
reading was not half finished, however, and, 
after an ineffectual attempt on the part of Mr, 
Forster to get an evening session of the Senate 
in order to complete the reading, it was made 
the special order again for to-morrow morning. 
Mr. Forster said he had only one or two 
amendments more to offer, and the bill will 
doubtless be disposed of, so far as the Senate is 
concerned, to-morrow. 

tesolutions were adopted approving of tho | 
proposed celebration of the battle of York- 
town: also, the proposed erection of a monu- 
ment in South Carolina to the soldiers of the 
war of independence, and providing for proper 
representation of the State at both celebra- 
tions. 

Mr. Strahan introduced a bill to define and 
limit the powers of the New-York Elevated 
Railroad Company in the extension of its road | 
into Westchester County. 

The Judiciary Committee, in response to a 
petition or memorial from W. C. Kingsley, re- 

rted a bill drawn by the committee to ena- 
Bie him and his partner, Keeney, to get the 
remainder of the money claimed to be due 
them on their contract for constructing the 
Brooklyn reservoir. Their long litigation 
with the City of Brooklyn in reference to this 
contract terminated in a decision of the Court 
of Appeals that they were entitled to the 
money claimed by them, which amounted to 
about $170,000. But, as there was only 
about $100,000 remaining in the city Treasury 
which was appropriated to the reservoir, they 
have been unable to get the remaining $70,000, 
and have no chance to get it without some leg- 
islation that shall authorize the city of Brook- 
lyn to raise it for that purpose, The bill re- 
ported by the Judiciary Committee provides 
this legislation, and authorizes the issue of 
bonds for core gr seg, of theclaim. The case 
was presented to the Judiciary Committee by 
Judge Van Cott, of the Governor’s Tax Com- 
mission. and the report of the committee is 
nnanimious. : 

Senator Astor moved to discharge the Com- 
mittee on the Civil Divisions of Towns and 
Counties from the further consideration of a 
bill intreduced by him March 15, providing for 
the transfer of North Brother Island from the 
County of Queens to the County of New-York. 
He said there had been no meeting of the com- 
mittee this session, and there was urgent neces- 
sity for speedy action on the bill, owing to the 
prevalence of small-pox in New-York. The 
motion was adopted. It is designed to make 
the island, which belongs to New-York, al- 
though in Queens County, a refuge for small- 
pox patients, and the object of the transfer is to 
take it out of the jurisdiction of the health au- 
thorities of Queens County, who are under- 
stood to be opposed to making it a small-pox 
station.

A DEMAND BY THE DEFENSE UPON THE 
MAYOR FOR EVIDENCE IN THEIR BEHALF 
—MR. MOODY’S BUSINESS CAREER—AN 
AMUSING CROSS-EXAMINATION, 

After waiting 12 minutes for Mr. Bliss yes- 
terday morning without his appearance, the other 
counsel of the Police Commissioners signified to 
Mayor Grace their readiness to proceed with the 
trial. Mr. Root then arose and said: ‘I wish, 
your Honor, to make a request, for the purpose of 
enabling the Commissioners to prepare their de- 
fense, that in relation to several matters of fact 
which it appears to be in your MHonor’s 
power to obtain evidence of more easily than 
the Commissioners—I wish, in the first place, to 
ask whether you Lave in your possession testi- 
mony taken before the Assembly Committee on 
Cities in the year 1880. A sub-committee of that 
committee took a great deal of testimony and col- 
lected a large number of documents bearing upon 
the condition of the streets. They made a report 
to the Assembly on the 17th of April, 1850, which 
refers to the documents and testimony, but neither 
has ever been printed. I am informed by the 
Chairman of that committee, Mr. Barnum, that the 
Mayor had a duplicate copy of the testimony and 
exhibits. If he still possesses them, we would 
like to have access to them. It may 
relieve the City of a good deal of 
expense in the way of preparation. I wish 
also to request that the Mayor will, in the exercise 
of the power conferred upon him by section 27 of 
the City Charter, call upon the proper departments 
of the City Government for information as to the 
steps taken to enforce the corporation ordinances 
from the 20th of May, 1879, to the 2d of April, 1881, 
and as to the proceedings ‘had_on reported viola- 
tions of corporation ordinances, A information 
is that the Police reported 119,557 violations during 
that period, which is the period covered by the 
charges. It will be asimple thing for your Honor 
to obtain officially full information in regard to 
these matters. The Corporation Counsel would 
know allabout them. Iam informed that most of 
them remain entirely without action. I make the 
same request in relation to the sanitary ordinances. 

Mr. Andrews—It is entirely in keeping with the 
course which counsel, have pursued throughout 
this case, instead of permitting their clients to be 
brought to trial, to try in some way to slur the 
Mayor, or to endeavor, as they call it, to *‘ put him 
ontrial.” Isay itis entirely in keeping with that 
course to call upon the Mayor to produce for their 
benefit testimony taken by a committee of the As- 
sembly, There is no evidence that the papers men- 


tioned are in the possession of the Mayor, nor is 
this the proper time to prefer such a request.

IN FAVOR OF THE CITIZENS’ BILL. 
VIEWS OF THE REPUBLICAN CENTRAL CLUB 
ON THE SUBJECT. 

About 150 members of the Republican Cen- 
tral Club were at the club’s regular monthly meet- 
ing last night, in Clarendon Halls Sheridan Shook, 
the President, was in the chair. Mr. Henry C. 


Robinson offered the following resclution: 


Resolved, That this committee, representing a large 
and influential element of the Republican Party, rely- 
ing on the promise of Mayor Grace, publicly made, to 
conduct street-cleaning on business principles and to 
keep politics out of the same, is in favor of such legis- 
Jation as will devolve on him the duty and responst- 
bility of keeping the streets of this City in a cleanly 
and orderly condition. We therefore advocate the 
Senate bill, and are opposed to whatis known as the 
“Carpenter substitute.” 


In support of the motion Mr. Robinson sald it was 
agreed by all citizens that the streets were dirty, 
and while he favored this motion he did not join in 
the wholesale denunciation of the Police Board 


and the members of the Legislature who had op- 
posed the Senate bill. But he did approve of 
the Citizens’ Street-cleaning bill. Nor did he 
believe specifically in Mayor Grace’s promise 


that there should be no partisan polities in the | 


street-cleaning work if it was put in his hands. 
That would be something so utterly novel in a 
Democrat that he could not believe or expect it. 
Democrats loved patronage just as well as any 
Conkling Republican. Neither did he believe 
greatly in Mayor Grace’s executive ability, but he 
did believe that the Democratic majority 
in New-York should. be held responsible 
for the general administration of the local 
goverement, and the people would thus be very 
soon fitted to hope for and obtain a Republican 
majority and a Republican administration in the 
City’s affairs. George H. Yeaman made a brief ad- 


| dress favoring the motion, and was followed by 


ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, who said he was heartily in 
favor of the resolutions. The provision of the Sen- 
ate bill giving the Mayor sole power to appoint a 
Superintendent of Street-cleaning was entirely in 
accord with the principles of the new charter now 
before the Legislature, in which the Mayor was to 
be vested with full responsibility as to all Muni- 
cipal appointments. Ho favored the bill because 
the peopie of New-York—all but afew machine 
politicians—were in favor of the system which 
vested responsibility in the Mayor of this City. 
Without charging anybody with the responsibility 
for the dirty streets, it was enough to say that the 
division of responsibility made it chargeable to no- 
body, and anything which tended to fix responsi- 
bility was a good thing. He believed Mayor Grace 
would keep his peers in the matter, and 
that politics would be kept out of the ques- 
tion. Astothose machine Republicans who were 
so anxious for the good of the party, all he had to 
say to them was that if they would work to secure 
Senator Robertson’s nomination “forthe good of 
the party” he would be willing to help them clean 
the streets * for the good of the party,” also. But 
it certainly wasa little tod much to say that the 
“good of the party” lay all in one direction..

THE GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION. 


The Grand Jury continyed its investigation 
into the management of the Street-cleaning De.

RUTGERS MARSHALL. 
John Rutgers Marshall died on Wednesday 


By his death there is removed another of the 
prominent old merchants who were identified with 
the early commercial prosperity of the Metropolis. 


' Mr. Marshall was born in Ogdensburg on July 10, 
| 1805, and came of the old Marshail-Rutgers families. 


His great-grandfather was John Marshall, and his 
great-grandmother Elsie Rutgers. John Mar- 
was a man of wealth and high 


social position in this City at the time 


| of his marriage, and was an Alderman of Mont- 


gomery Ward from 1740 to 1749. He owned a farm 
near what is now Hanover-square, and where the 
family residence stood. This family left the City a 
century ago, one branch settling in Connecticut, 
another in Virginia, and another, to which Mr. 
Marshall’s father belonged, removed to Ogdens- 
burg, where his mother is still living, in the ninety- 
sixth year of herage. His father, John Marshall, 


| wesamerchant, like his ancestor, and the deceased, 


having received the rudimentary education that 
youths designed for the counting-house obtained, en- 
tered early on his mercantile career. Having served 
his apprenticeship as a clerk he went to New-Orleans 
in 1827, to join the branch house of the then great 
dry goods firm of Parish, Marshall & Co., whose 
main house was in this City, the counting-room 
being at No. 126 Water-street and the store in Pearl- 
street.

Later on the deceased became a member of the 


still that-of J. R. Marshall & Co. About 1831, 
having become a man of means and a leader 
cl in life, Mr. Marshall 
again visited New-Orieans, and there married 
Miss Gasquet, a daughter of one of the firm, and, 
returning to New-York, finally purchased the fam-

occuyfed from 1857 till his death. Tbhred daughters 
were born, all of whom are now living and mar- 
ried. Even after securing an ample competence,

SUICIDE BY DROWNING. 
The ferry-boat Long Beach, of the Hunter’s 
Point Ferry, left her dock at the foot of East

GREAT DAMAGE CAUSED BY THE 
SWOLLEN RIVERS. 

DAMS AND BRIDGES DESTROYED AND BUILD- 
INGS AND LUMBER CARRIED AWAY 
THE MISSOURI RIVER AGAIN OVERFLOW- 
ING THE LOWLANDS. 

MILwavKez, Wis., April 21.—The flood here 
is the highest ever known on the Milwaukee River. 

The dams are gone at West Bend, Theirsville, New- 


burg, and lesser points. In Milwaukee Harbor the 
current was so strong that it was almost impossi- 


| ble for the tugs to handle vessels, and several acci- 


dents to vessels resulted. The basements along 
the dock line were all flooded; but there was 
ample time for the removal of goods, and so great 
damage was averted. Several lumber yards are 
afloat, and much damage has been sustained at 
the wood yards and tanneries, where the water 
has flooded the tan bark. Late to-night fears are 
entertained that the dam above here on the Mil- 
waukee River will go out. If it does, there will be 
great damage to shipping, the bridges, lumber 
yards, frame houses, &c. Manitowoc, Fond du 
Lac, and the towns north arein danger. Almost 
every town south of the central line of the State 
reports more orless damage bythe flood. Late 
to night, hundreds of men are patrolling the Mil- 
waukee River, watching the dam. Upto midnight, 
the dam holds all right. 

St. Paut, Minn., April 21.—Reports from the Up- 
per Red and Minnesota Rivers indicate that the 
streants are steadily and rapidly rising, and threat- 
en to spread over great areas of level and fertile 
bottoms. Many miles of country about Brecken- 
ridge and Giyndon arecovered with water. A dis- 
patch from Ortonville, near the divide between 
the Red River and the Minnesota, says the ice in 
the Whetstone River is breaking up and all the 
Minnesota bottoms and Whetstone bottoms are 


flooded with water and floating ice. The Whet- 
stone River is running north into Big Stone Lake, 
and the lake is higher than for years before. The 
flats between Bigstone City and Ortonville are 
three to seven feet under water, and boats 
are used to go to and fro. Last night 
three men started overthe railroad bridge over 
the river, and by some means gotinto the water; 
two were rescued. but one was carried away in the 
rush of waters. The report comes that two chil- 
dren were drowned in the Whetstone some time 
yesterday. Much damage will be done, and no 
doubt many lives lost. Between Millbank and 
Ortonville the track is washed and bridges gone. 
The oldest settlers say there has been nothing like 
it within their remembrance. A Granite Falls dis- 
pong says the Minnesota River at that point has 

een steadily rising since Saturday, and is now 
higher than the highest point reached last year. 
The ice has not commenced to move out to any 
extent, but as the snow is all gone there is no fear | 
of aflood, <A dispatch from Mankato says the flats 
are being fast covered by water. The residents 
are seeking high ground. The river is fully 500 feet 
wide at present. Houses are being chained down | 
during the temporary absence of their occupants, 
Travel between Nicollett and this city is entirely 
suspended on account of water. The Blue Earth 
is 11 feet above low-water mark at Rapidan. 

Cuicago, April 21.—During the afternoon and 
evening of yesterday the water rose in the river 
and canal and on the overflowed lands three and | 
a half inches, making a total for the day of six 
inches. The Johnson & Weare planing-mill has 
been compelled’ to stop work by the encroachment | 
of the water onthe lower floor. Work has been | 
stopped at the Danville elevator and at Nutt’s ele- 
vator, and the Western Indiana Railroad is throw- 
ing up empankments to protect its track and 
the eighteenth bridge. Only four cars of stock ar- 
rived at the yards this morning, all the receipts 
which would have come in to-day having arrived 
last night. The railroads are compelled to use 
each other’s tracks indiscriminately, and patch up 
lines of communication as best they can, for hard- 
ly aroad that comes into the city from the west, 
north, or south has atrack free from the water. 
During the night the water in the river and in the 
low-lying prairies rose five inches, and, contrary to 
expectation and all precedent, is still increasing in 
volume and height. The abutments of the Ash- 
land-avenue bridge have caved in, and the founda- 
tions of the bridge across the canal at Ashland-ave- 
nue have washed out and the abutments have be- 
guntotopple. The water is within aninch of the 
top of the Fuller-street bridge. and it is withina 
few inches of the bed of the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad bridge. 

Quincy, Ill., April 21.—The low land _ above and 
below Quincy is entirely inundated, the Mis- | 
sissippi River at this point being now 
five miles wide. Little damage has been 
done in the city excepting in causing 
the temporary suspension of several of the large | 
manufacturing establishments along the levee. 
The most serious loss will be from the flooding of 
thousands of acres of farming land and from the 
washing away of the road-beds of several of the 
railways leading to the West from Quincy. 

Sioux City, Iowa, April 20.—The Big Sioux, | 
Floyd, and other small streams are out of their 
banks, and doing much damage to wagon and rail 
road bridges. The Central and Sioux City and Pa- 
cific Railroads are all right yet, but business on | 
the other lines is interrupte’ owing to the giving 
away or weakening of the bridges. The Missouri 
River is again on the rise, having come up 15 inches 
to-day, and is still rising above this point, and a | 
great deal of low land has been flooded in conse- 
quence. The steamer Terry is in from Yankton to- 
night, and reports that she shortened the distance 
between here and there by cutting off 25 miles. 
The boat did not stop at any point below St. Heie- 
na, and therefore brought no fresh news from the 
sufferers by the flood. The relief work goes on 
actively at Yankton, and all who can be reached 
from that point are being provided for. Great ex- 
citement prevails concerning the condition of the 
people in the middle district of the inundated 
country, in the vicinity of Vermillion, as itis next 
to impossible to get in or out from there. Sioux 
City is sending supplies to such points as can be | 
reached. The steamer Niobrara left here for up 
the river this evening, having supplies for some 
points not heretofore reached, which it is hoped 
will reach the people for whom they are especially 
intended. The current of the river is very strong. 

Omana, Neb., April 21.—A rise of two inches 
more will bring the Missouri River up 22 teet above 
low-water mark, which was the highest point of 
the first flood. Affairs now are about in 
same condition as they were then. Eastern trains 
have to run through water two feet deep across 
the Council Bluffs bottom lands to reach the 
Union Depot at Lake station, east side 
of the river, and all passengers have 
to walk overa bridge made of flat-cars loaded 
down with railroad iron and planked. The 
bridge is a quarter of a mile long and con- 
nects with Union Pacific trains. Baggage, 
mail, and express matter is transported 
on trucks to filat-cars and is unloaded 
in Omaha. Eastern connections are still open, but 
Western connection was unexpectedly severed 
this afternoon by a washout of the ap- 
proach to_ the bridge over Elkhorn’ Riv- 
er, 20 miles west, the stream being very 
high. Itis expected that the damage can be re- 
paired to-morrow. The Omaha lumber-yards are 
ull afloat to-day, and much lumber escaped, owing 
to the booms breaking. The river will rise much 
higher during the next two days, as it is 
still coming up at Sioux City. A telegram this even- 
ing says it rose three feet at Sioux City 
since yesterday morning. Thus far no very 
serious Gamage has been done here or 
at Council Bluffs, but citizens of both places are 
now beginning to feel very uneasy, and look for 
much more disastrous results than occurred from 
the previous flood. No Union Pacific trains ar- 
rived at or departed from Omaha to-day on ac- 
count of the rise in Elkhorn River. The total rise 
of the Missouri for the past 24 hours was 16 inches.

The deceased came to this country about a 

year ago. His parents, who are dead, are said to | 
have been wealthy vintners on the Rhine, and 

Schlumberger was consequently heir to considera- 

bie property in Germany. He worked at his trade, 

and until two weeks ago was employed at the Pot- 

tier & Stymus factory, in Lexington-avenue. After | 
leaving work Schiumberger decided to buy out the 

lager-beer saloon kept by a German named Ernest 

Schmidt, at No. 132 East Fifty-third-street. He | 
took charge of the place for a week to sée what 
business he could do. The business did not 
thrive, because the most of those who had 
patronized the saloon were workmen in 
int he Pottier & Stymus factory, who lived 
the neighborhood. and were against him. On Tues- 
day last Schmiat resumed possession of his saloon. 
Since then Schlumberger had spent most of his 
time at Popp’s saloon, at the south-west corner of 
Lexington-avenue and Fifty-third-street. He was 
moody and despondent, and was often heard curs 
ing his luck, Yesterday afternoon he spent in als 
room at No. 616 Lexington-avenue, and was seen 
leaving the house at 4 o'clock. Shortly before 7 
o’clock he entered the hallway adjoining Popp’s 
saloon and passed rapidly into the rear yard. A few 
moments afterward Popp heard the pistol-shot. 
In Schlumberger’s room were found two letters 


written by him in German. Translated, one of 


them reads as follows: “To my friends and ac- 
quaintances: When Iam dead let me rest. I am 
sick of living and am glaa to die. If you have any- 
thing bad to say about me say it at once. Then re- 
main satisfied, or say nothing at all.”’

GENERALTELEGRAPH NEWS 
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STRIKING FOR HIGHER WAGES. 
STREET CAR LINE STRIKES IN CLEVELAND, 
8T. LOUIS, AND BOSTON—RAILROAD 
LABORERS IN CHICAGO. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 21.—Cleveland has 
to-day been the centre of great excitement over 
partial strikes on her lines of street railways, with 
more probably to come. At an early hour in the 
morning the committee of conductors and drivers, 
appointed a few nights ago, called on the Superior- 
Street Line officers and asked for an increase of 50 
cents a day. ‘The demand was refused, and the 
committee appealed to the men as they came in. 
By 10 o’clock 17 had left work; before 
noon all had stopped except two blacksmiths, 
who ran one car out, and it was the only one 
at work on the line. The committee, backed by 
the Superior men, then went tothe St. Clair Line 
stable, where the demand was repeated and again 


refused. Six men atopoed work here. The forces 
here divided, one-half going to the West Side Line. 
The other half went to the East Cleveland Line 
head-quarters. The same programme was followed, 
the net gain being 82 employes. Most of the cars 
stopped, but afew were kept running by the men 
who stillremained, and such new hands as could 
be pressed into service. The next stop of 
the strikers was made at the Garden-street stables, 
where all the cars were stopped and 13 men were 

ersuaded to go out. Everything was conducted 
n an orderly manner, and as the men paraded the 
street they attracted no little attention. The next 
point struck was the Woodland Road, one of the 
two largest in the city. The men here almost 
unanimously refused to go into the movement, and 
although the crowd stood about for an hour, it had 
done nothing to speak of up to3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. The West Side delegation first stopped at the 
Detroit-street barns, but the men refused to quit 
work with one exception. The crowd then moved 
to the Lorain-street barns, where all but two were 
taken off. The men who have quit work say that 
to-day’s action does not so much rest on a question 
of wages as because the committeemen who were 
selected to call on the Superintendents on behalf 
of the men were discharged. They have modified 
their request to 25 cents advance, instead of 50, as 
was first demanded. 

At dark to-night five out of the ten lines of street 
cars are in operation. 

Sr. Loris, April 21.—The street railroad conduc- 
tors and drivers held alarge meeting at Turners’ 
Hall last night, They crganized a union and de- 
cided to demand of the companies that 12 hours 
shall constitute a day’s work, and that the wages 
shall be $2 per day for conductors and $1 75 for 
drivers. This is an increase of 25 cents per day for 
drivers. If theirdemands are not complied with 
by midnight Friday a general strike will be or- 
ganized at once. All the street car lines of the 
city were represented. 

Boston, April 21.—Many of the employes of the 
Metropolitan Horse Railroad Company have signed 
a petition asking for an increase of wages to $2 
per day. The management has already placed 
extra men upon the cars, and it is not considered 
improbable that the men may strike unless their 
demand is satisfied. The President of the com- 
pany expresses the opinion that the road cannot 
afford to pay higher wages than at present, though 
as yet there are no indications of what ths Direc- 
tors may do.

HARDSHIP OF MARINERS 


EIGHT SAILORS RESCUED FROM A 
SINKING SHIP. 

THE WRECK OF THE BRITISH BRIG KATIER— 
THE CREW SAVED BY THE SWEDISH 
SHIP IDA—HURRICANES IN THE INDIAN 
OCEAN, 


The Swedish ship Ida, Capt. Bugge, which 
arrived from Trieste yesterday aftera stormy voy- 
age of 88 days, brought the Captain ana crew, 
eight men all told, of the British brig Katie, which 
‘was abandoned in a sinking condition on the 17th 
in latitude 36° 8’ and longitude 72°. The Katie 
sailed from Cienfuegos for this port with a cargo 
of sugar and molasses on April 3, and had moder- 
Ate weather until the 13th, when the wind be- 
ganto blow heavily from north-north-east. The 


next day this gale developed into a hurricane, 
which raged with great fury for seven hours. Late 
in the day it was discovered that the brig was leak- 
ing. The crew manned the pumps, which were 
kept going all night, while the brig lay to undera 
lower topsail and foretopmast staysail. In the 
morning soundings showed that there were four 
feet of waterin the hold. The gale was blowing

IS SHE HiS WIFE? 


THE SUIT AGAINST RICHARD C. FELLOWS, A 
WELL-KNOWN LAWYER. 

There have been few litigations marked by 
#uch strange features as have characterized the 
suits between Mrs. Phceebe Robertson-Fellows and 
her late husband, Westmore R. Robertson, and be- 
tween her and the man whom she now claims as 
her husband, Richard C. Fellows, a well-known 
jawyer of this City. In 1878 the woman above- 
mentioned sued in the Court of Common Pleas for 
an absolute divorce from Westmore R, Robertson. 
She is now suing in the Supreme Court for a separ- 
ation from Richard C. Fellows. The circum- 


stances of the litigation prior to that now pending | 


fre succinctly related in her complaint against Fel- 
jJows. She says that on Feb, 24, 1878, she was told 
by Mr. C. W. Pleasants, the Referee in her 
suit, that he had determined that she should have 
the divorce she sought from W. R. Robertson. On 
the same day she 
C. Fellows, the marriage ceremony being per- 
formed by the Rev. D. Griffin Gunn. While 
living with Fellows she discovered that he was en- 
deavoring to procure, in the Court of Common 
Pleas, a decree that his marriage with her was in- 
valid. She opposed his suit, yet continued to live 
with him. in the latter part of June, 1880, she 
avers, she received a letter informing her that her 
fir’t husband, W. R. Robertson, had died in Lead- 
ville on June 12. She showed this Jetter to Fel- 
lows, and he said it ended the litigation between 
them, and asked her to renew her pledges to him as 
his wife. She avers that she and Fellows then 
mutually contracted to be man and wife, and 
he introduced her to many persons as his wife.

80 lodges of Maricopa Sioux Indians 
surrendered at Fort Keogh. The band comprises 
47 men, 89 wqmen, 35 boys, and 40 girls. They had 
16 guns, 3 revolvers, and 57 ponies. These lodges 
have been on their way down to Fort Keogh for 
some time, from Redwater, where they were en- 
vamped. While they are no portion of Sitting 
Bull’s band, they are classed as aliies. It is thought 
at head-quarters that Sitting Bull will come as soon 
as the difficulties of traveling occasioned by the 
floods and melting of snow are removed. The 
majority of his followers have surrendered, and 
he now has only 150 braves with him.”

The plain story elsewhere published of 
the manipulation of the mail route con- 
tract between Mineral Park, Arizona, and 
Pioche, Nev., furnishes an. excellent illus- 
tration of the Post Office management 
which Congress attempted to  white- 
wash and President Hayres was persuaded 
to overlook. A contract is made for 
the weekly conveyance of the mails, 


consisting of about three letters a week, 


between the two points above named. The 
original contractors sublet the contract, 
which they accepted at $2,900, to a person 
to whom they agree to pay $4,700, or $1,800 
more than the Government allows them. 
The reason of this liberality becomes ap- 


parent when the Post Office ring in Wash- 
ington succeed in having the service made 
tri-weekly—a separate trip for each letter, 
as it were—and in getting the compensation 
increased to $22,200. Of this latter sum 


the sub-contractor gets only $12,600, Not 
satisfied with their share of $9,700 a year, 


the conspirators succeed in establishing a 
daily mail service between Mineral Park 
and Pioche at an annual sum of 
$52,000, of which the sub-contractor 
receives but $28,000. By this time 


the original contractors have made way for 
Mr. J. W. Dorsgy, who thus secures $24,- 
000 a year for his own profit and that of his 
confederates. The story is eloquent enough 
to dispense with the necessity for comment. 


It is to such scandals as this, with several 


of which the readers of Tue Ties are 
already sufficiently familiar, that the forced 
retirement of Gen. Brapy from his position 


as Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
is attributed, and it is to such re- 


sults of Mr. Jamzs’s searching and impar- 


tial investigation that the possibility of other 


compulsory retirements is ascribed. While 
the Postmaster-General has fully borne out 
the expectations formed’by his friends as to 
his mode of dealing with the star route 
swindlers, is something more than official 


decapitation not required to vindicate the 


law and act asa salutary example to other 
public servants? It is possible that the 
ting within the department, with its 
probable allies in the Treasury, may 
have steered clear of any offense of which 


cognizance could be taken by a criminal 
court. Butif nobody ean be sent to the 


penitentiary, there should at least be no dif- 


ficulty in prosecuting to a successful issue 
suits for restitution of money secured by ob- 
vious collusion and conspiracy. 


Senator Coxr, of Texas, discerns in the 


maintenance of negro suffrage an attempt to 


‘‘put the illiterate and immoral classes on 
the top.’’ It does not seem to have oc- 
curred to Mr. CoKkE to say what the South 


is doing to improve the education or morality 


of its colored citizens any more than it did 


to explain how little the ruling class of 
the South is distinguished by either 
literacy or morality. WapbE HAMPTON ap- 
proached the subject, if not with more cau- 


tion, at least with more candor. He freely 


admitted the exutence of ‘ irreularities’’— 


ee eee 


a euphemism for murder and outrage—and 
frauds, but pleaded as their justification the 
cruel wrongs inflicted on ‘‘ our people’ and 
the peril to life and the existence of the 
State itself from negro domination. 
Senator HamMpToN announces an “ unal- 
terable determination to rectify as soon as 
possible’? the wrongs. whose existence he 
had admitted. There is much virtue in a 
saving clause, especially when associated 
with an unalterable determination. One 
would like to know how soon Senator 
Hampton thinks it will be possible to have 
a black man’s vote honestly counted in 
South Carolina, and whether that result is 
ever to be brought about by trusting the 
men who sent him to the Senate of the 
United States. 


The Legislative joint committee on the 
tax laws seem more disposed to consider 
the interests of street railroad corporations 
than those of the people. In conformity 
with various decisions of the courts, the bill 
defining the term ‘“‘lands’’ for purposes 
of taxation named the tracks of street 
railroads as coming under the head of 
real estate. After the Dill had been 
approved by the Governor’s commission 
and reported by the joint committee, the 
latter body got new light on the subject 
from the arguments of the counsel of the 
street railroads, and, taking back the bill, 
amended it so as to exempt all tracks not 
owned in fee simple. This would, of course, 
relieve the street railroad companies in this 
and other cities of the State from the 
necessity of having their tracks rated 
as taxable property. The amendment is 
not approved by the commission, and will 
certainly be received with emphatic disap- 
proval by the people. It has been the con- 
sistent policy of the street railroad corpora- 
tions to shirk every public burden which 


rightfully belongs to them, and their success 


has been so great in this direction as to ex- 
pose any legislator who undertakes to help 
them in the business of cheating the public 
to somewhat damaging accusations. 


The McCarthy Charter bill has not yet 
been passed by the Senate chiefly owing to 
the irrepressible desire of Mr. Forster to 
further emasculate it by ‘‘amendments.’”’ It 
is perhaps hardly worth while deprecating 
the waste of time om a measure whose central 
principle, that of intrusting the Mayor with 
the power of appointment and removal, has 
already been emphatically negatived by the 
Assembly. But it is obvious that the chances 
of passing the bill in any form at this session 
have been greatly diminished by the intermina- 
ble tinkering of the Senate, and that every day 
wasted in its discussion now simply helps 
to make its passage impossible. The time 
of the Senate is worse than wasted when it 
is devoted to the insertion in the bill of an 
amendment giving two heads instead of one 
to the Park Department. There is no 
branch of the City Government which stands 
more in need of being placed under a single 
and capable Commissioner than the Depart- 
ment of Parks, and no public board calls 
more loudly for summary abolition than that 
whose petty wrangles excite the laughter 
and contempt of all intelligent on-lookers. 


REFORM OF PRIMARY MEETINGS. 

Three bills, embodying a reform of great 
importance in the method of making nomi- 
nations for local offices, were reported ad- 
versely to the Assembly yesterday by its 
Judiciary Committee, and, the report being 
agreed to, the bills were defeated. These 
bills were introduced early in the present 
session by Mr. Erastus Brooks, and had 
for their purpose the regulation by law of 
primary elections, One of them related to 


primary meetings in towns for the nomina- 
tion of town officers; another applied to lo- 
cal nominations in cities, and the third pro- 
vided for primary elections to nominate 
county officers and members of Assembly. 


They were all based on the same principle, 


and provided for preliminary elections a 
month before the time of holding the regular 
elections now provided for by law. These 
were to be conducted with all the safe- 
guards which apply to the final elections, 
each qualified voter casting his ballot for a 


candidate for each of the offices to be filled. 


The votes were to be designated as for one 
or the other of two ‘‘ canvasses,’’ and to be 
separated, counted, and returned accord- 
ingly. The terms ‘‘ Republican’ can- 
vass’’ and ‘‘ Democratic canvass’? were 


used in the bills as designating the 


chief political division at the present time, 
but they need not have a strictly party ap- 
plication. Each voter having cast his ballot 
for the candidate of his choice and designat- 
ed the canvass in which it was to be 


counted, the subsequent election was to be 


confined to a choice between the two, one in 
each canvass, who received the largest num- 
ber of votes. 

A little refiection will make the effect of 
this method of nominating sufficiently ob- 


vious. There is nothing to prevent a caucus 


or any number of caucuses from putting 
forth their candidates, but the people have 
an opportunity of passing upon them as 
candidates. The members of one party are 
not compelled to accept the caucus selection 


or vote against their party. The final selec- 


tion of candidates is, in fact, a popular 


selection, the choice of the rank and file of 
the parties in their capacity as independent 
citizens, and the man is put in nomination 
who is shown to have the largest share of 
favor among the voters of his party. There 


is plenty of opportunity for consultation 


and agreement, but no “boss” can 


dictate and no ‘‘machine’’ coerce the nom- 
ination. The chief objection that has 
been raised to this plan is that at 
the final election there can be but two candi- 
dates for the same office. The choice is 


limited to the two who have been duly nom- 


inated at the primary election. In this there 


is no injustice or disadvantage to any citizen 
or any party, and the only question is 
whether the restriction would conflict with 
any constitutional right. Every election 


under this system would necessarily be a 
majority election, and would present a 


square contest between the two strongest 
candidates. Any faction or third party 
would be at liberty to appropriate either of 


the canvasses at the primary election, and 


to nominate its candidate through. it, if it 


could draw more votes than the other fac- 
tion or the regular party using it. If it 
could not command votes enough to nomi- 
nate, it could. not in any case elect, and the 


result would be to bring into the final con- 


test the two parties strongest with the peo- 


— 


ple, one of which would of right be triumph- 
ant in any case. It is one of the merits of 
the plan that the majority would have to 
elect in the last instance and not a mere 
plurality. 

We do not wish to be understood as com- 
mending the plan in all its details, but it 
aims at a reform in itself exceedingly desir- 
able. It is a reform that would take the 
choice of candidates out of the hands of self- 
constituted caucuses and associations and 
give itto the people. It would detach from 
the machine its chief motive power. It would 
make representatives directly responsible 
to their constituents and obedient to their 
wishes, and would strengthen the principle 
of self-government. It would also tend to 
eliminate politics in a strict sense from local 
elections. The subject is worthy of more 
attention than it has yet received, and its in- 
troduction in the Legislature will serve the 
purpose of launching it as a matter of public 
discussion, although it has met with so little 
favor from the majority. The result was 
to be expected, for a reform so radical 
was not likely to be carried through until it 
had been made the subject of popular agita- 
tion and a more effective demand for it had 
been created. Men who are creatures of the 
caucus system, and acknowledge their de- 
pendence upon and allegiance to it, are not 
likely to vote for its displacement until they 
are more strongly urged to it than they have 
yet been. But it is only those who get 
into office by favor of the caucus without 
being worthy of it that would suffer. Those 
realiy qualified for the public service would 
stand a much better chance on their merits 
under the system of nomination by regu- 
lated primary elections. But before any re- 
form can be effected the question must 
be brought before the people, and 
must enter into the political can- 
vass by which members of the Legislature 
are elected. The coming Autumn, which 
will be free from political contests of a 
national character, will be a good time for 
the agitation of this and other questions of 
reform in State affairs. Both branches of 
our Legislature are to be renewed, and mem- 
bers should be nominated and elected with a 
view to securing such action on a number 
of neglected subjects as the interests of the 
people demand. Our next Legislative can- 
vass can be made one of great importance 
and fruitful in benefits to the people of the 
State. 


RELIEF OF THE SUPREME COURT. 


‘There is probably no public necessity 
more urgent,’’ says ex-Justice Srrone, in 
closing an article in the current number of 
the North American Review, ‘‘than that 
which is revealed by the present condition 
of the Supreme Court, and by the growing 
delays and embarrassments in the circuits. ’’ 
Mr. Strona’s long service on the Supreme 
Bench, so recently concluded, entitles his 
testimony as to the needs of the court 
and his opinions as to the best 
method of relief to great weight. The 
urgent ‘‘public necessity’? has long been 
known, but latterly Congress has not been 
engaged in relieving the necessities of the 
pudlic. While it has been wasting its ener- 
gies in political wrangling, the presence of a 
legislative task of real importance has ap- 
peared to have a paralyzing effect upon it. 
There ought now to be a period of compara- 
tive political rest, in which some attention 
may be devoted to the long-neglected needs 
of the public service, and Mr. Strone has 
regarded it as a favorable time to urge a con- 
sideration of the measures required for the 
relief of the Supreme Court. 

He glances at the immense growth of the 
business coming before this tribunal since, 


in the days of MARsHALL, it was called 
upon to dispose of only 40 or 50 cases 
in a year. In 1836, when TaNeEy suc- 
ceeded MarsHALL as Chief-Justice, the 
number was only 37, and the increase 
was very slow until; in the five years 


ending with 1850, the average number 
was 79. Then the court was able to 
dispose of its entire docket in a 
session of three months. In the five years 
ending with 1880 there wasan average of 391 
cases brought before it yearly. The Judges 


were compelled to sitin bank at Washington 
seven months in the year, in addition to 
service on their several circuits between May 
and October, and to work from early in the 
morning until late at night, and then they 
could not prevent an accumulation of cases 


on the calendar until a hearing was not to be 


hoped for within about three years of the 
entering of a case. The evil isa growing 
one, and the urgent necessity of a remedy is 
quite obvious. Itis hardly necessary to re- 
view the causes of the large increase of busi- 


ness, but many of them are of a permanent 


character, and there is no probability that the 
increase will stop. 

Judge Srrone discusses the several plans 
that have been proposed for the relief of the 
court, and fayors that which contemplates 


the establishment of intermediate courts of 
appeal in the circuits. His objection to the 


plan for increasing the number of Justices 
to a moderate extent is that it would not af- 
ford the needed relief. No larger number of 
cases could be heard in a given time by twelve 
Judges than by nine; the labor of examining 


records and considering precedents, which 


is carried on by all the members of the court 
individually, would not be diminished; the 
conferences of the Judges would be more 
protracted, and the difficulty of agreeing 
would be greater rather than less, and, on 


the whole, this plan, ‘‘instead of facilitat- 


ing the dispatch of business, would tend to 


retard it.” The only gain would be ina 
greater division of the labor of preparing 
opinions, which isa ‘‘ comparatively small 
matter.”? To the plan of reorganiza- 
tion proposed in Congress by Mr. 


ManninG, of Mississippi, there are still 


stronger objections, and they are of 
a positive character, instead of the 
negative one of failing to afford relief, 
though that is urged against it also. It pro- 
posed to increase the number of Justices to 
twenty-one and to divide them into three 


sets, practically establishing three Supreme 


Courts, but so connecting their labors 
together as to embarrass rather than facili- 
tate the progress of final adjudication. The 


objections to this «plan are forcibly stated in 


Judge Srrone’s article, but, as he says, 


they are ‘‘too many and too obvious to 
admit of its finding many advocates.’’ 

The plan which he favors is in substance 
that presented by Attorney-General DEVENS 


in his last annual report. It involves an in- 


crease in the number of Circuit Judges, and 


the establishment in each of the nine cir- 
cuits into which the country is divided of a 
Court of Appeais composed of the Circuit 
Judges and the Supreme Justice assigned to 
that circuit. These intermediate tribunals 
could dispose finally of a large proportion of 
appealed cases, leaving for review by the 
Supreme Court those of the highest im- 
portance and such as involve a construction 
of the Constitution, or of a treaty or statute 
of the United States. It is shown that a 
large part of the cases brought in the 
Circuit Courts come there only because the 
litigants are citizens of different States or 
one of them is an alien, and differ in no 
essential respect from cases tried in the State 
courts. The bulk of these cases might reach 
a final adjudication in the intermediate court 
of the circuit without injury to any right or 
interest, and this alone would relieve the 
Supreme Court of about one-half of its busi- 
ness, and enable it to ‘‘ hear and determine 
within a reasonable time all the cases that 
could come into it.’”’ The arguments pre- 
sented in support of this method of re- 
lief are very strong, if not altogether con- 
clusive. It would not only remove the bur- 
den from the Supreme Court which threat- 
ens to break it down, but would also increase 
the efficiency of the Circuit Courts, which 
are likewise overloaded and overworked. 
We have attempted only to indicate the plan 
in its main features, but it appears to be the 
most promising of those which have thus 
far been suggested. In the meantime, while 
the Supreme Court is crushed under its 
present burden and justice is delayed, if not 
virtually denied, the Bench continues to be 
deprived of a full third of its strength, and 
nothing is done even to fill the vacancy that 


exists.

AN AMATEUR MENAGERIE. 


There is that about the weekly sessions of 
the Board of Park Commissioners which 
irresistibly reminds the observant reader of 
one of the favorite institutions of the Central 
Park—the menagerie. There is much con- 
fusion and no basis of good feeling. There 
are four Commissioners. Naturally, these 
four divide on all questions according to 
their politics. Messrs. OLLIFFE and Mac- 
Lean are Anti-Tammany Democrats, 
Mr. Satem H. Wates is a Republican, 
and Mr. Smita E. Lang is a Tam- 
many Democrat. It will be apparent, then, 
that any agreement upon a political basis is 
impossible. There seems to be a stronger 
affinity betwixt the Republican and the Anti- 
Tammany members than between the Tam- 
many man (LANE) and any other faction of 
the board. But as no party is in a clear 
majority, none can organize the board; 
and no President has yet been chosen. And, 
as politics will have more or less influence in 
determining the actions of men in political 
life, this is the reason why the sessions of 
the board resemble those of a menagerie. 

For example, on Wednesday last, Mr. 
LANE accused Mr. MacLean of endeavoring 
to keep on the Park force a drunken man; 
and, later, when a motion to increase the 
force was referred to Messrs, OLLIFFE and 
Wates, Mr. Lang remarked, in an angry 
manner, ‘‘ This is a dodge to deprive me of 
my patronage because 1 belong to Tam- 
many Hall.”’ It would appear, then, 
that patronage is an important element 
in the management of the _ parks. 
Mr. Surro E. Lanz, who is in a hopeless 
minority, cannot have his ‘‘share’’ of ap- 
pointments if his colleagues combine against 
him. He does not consider that any force 
of Park employes is what it should be if 
Tammany Hail is not represented upon it. 
And when the other members do combine 
against him, as he alleges that they always 


do, Mr. Lan& cannot come into his own. 
It is a well-known fact that he has been 
for years bantered by his friends to produce 
a saddle of Southdown mutton from the 
Central Park flock of sheep, and that, such 
is the jealousy of his colleagues in the board, 


he has been unable to meet this demand. 


Obviously, a man who is big enough to be a 
Park Commissioner, and not big enough to 
command a saddle of mutton from one of 
the City’s sheep, is in an embarrassing po- 
sition. 


Nor is this all. According to Mr. Smita 


E. Lane there is a conspiracy on the part of 
the other members of the board to suppress 
and muzzle the minority—Mr. Smira E. 
Lane. When, with a desire to show the pos- 
session of statesman-like qualities, Mr. Lanz 


proposed, the other day, to bore wells from 


which the lakes and ponds in the Central 
Park might be filled, the whole matter 
was referred back to him, Mr. Commissioner 
WaLEs remarking that the expense of this 
undertaking would be ‘‘enormous.’’ The 


same disposition was made of Mr, LaAnz’s 


report on fire-hydrants in the Park, and 
Mr. LANE very naturally objected to having 
his reports flung back at him, as it were; 
whereupon Mr. WateEs, with great sang 
Jroid, asked, ‘‘Mr. Chairman, what is all 


this row about?’ It should be observed 
that Mr. Suir E. Lane was the only Com- 


missioner who made things lively. Hav- 
ing stirred up the animals, so to 
speak, he proposed to have the air, 
earth, and water of the Central Park 
analyzed for the purpose of determining 


whether that locality is malarious, It is Mr. 


Lank’s opinion that Central Park is ma- 
larious, and that the air, earth, and water of 
the Park being malarious, the causes are the 
same wiich make the rest of Manhattan 
Island malarious. Therefore, Mr. SmiruH E. 


LANE wanted the air, earth, and water of 


the Central Park to be analyzed in order to 


discover why they are malarious, and what 
remedies should be adopted. It is hardly 
necessary to say that the other and non- 
imaginative members of the board refused 
to do anything more than order an inquiry 


into the cost of analyzing the air, earth, and 


water of the Central Park. 


But the climax of insult was reached when 
Mr. WALES, with an affectation of Spartan 
virtue, gave notice that he should require 
vouchers of bills rendered on account of 


‘* personal expenses.’’ Mr. Smita E. LANnE’s 
bill amounted to $75. A part of this was 


for carriage hire in the public service. Mr. 
Lane had previously explained that he had 
no private conveyance, while at least one of 
his associates, Mr. MacLean, had the use of 


Mr. 8. J. Trpey’s buggy. Mr. Wags 


darkly hinted that a portion of Mr. Lann’s 
bill for alleged personal expenses was for 
ham sandwiches and lager beer, consumed 
while Mr. LANE was on duty. Mr. Wass 
was willing to authorize any reasonable 


expense, He would draw the line at ham 


sandwiches and lager beer. These commod- 
ities, he thought, were inconsistent with the 
character of a statesman and a public officer. 
Mr. Lane angrily repelled the charge of ham 
as applied to sandwiches, and denied the beer 
wholly and totally. Nevertheless, it seemed 
to be agreed that Mr. SmitnH E. Lane’s bill 
of personal expenses must hereafter be 
itemized, and accompanied with vouchers. 
An expectant public will then discover to how 
great an extent ham sandwiches and lager 
beer are necessary to the maintenance of a 
Park Commissioner. In the meantime, the 
great public of New-York, the public which 
pays the piper, looks on and wonders how 
much longer these illustrious statesmen are 
to spend their time in running the Park 
Commission like a menagerie. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


The World’s Fair project is apparently on 
its death-bed. Half a dozen estimable gen- 
tlemen still insist that the Fair ought to be 
held, but they cannot get other people to 
sympathize with them. They can, of course, 
hire a small hall and have a quiet and inex- 
pensive World’s Fair all to themselves, but 
itis hardly probable that they would take 
any real comfort in it. The hotel-keepers, 
whose hotels are constantly full, cannot see 
how a World’s Fair could be of any substan- 
tial benefit to them, and the hack drivers 
know that if a million strangers were to visit 
this City they would patronize the elevated 
railroads and not the hacks. As World’s 
Fairs are universally known to be held inthe 
interests of hotel-keepers and hack drivers, 
the New-York enterprise could have no 
hope of success without the support of these 
two influential classes. 

The Centennial Exhibition was all very 
well, for the public understood that it was 
in some sense a patriotic celebration, and 
that it would not be repeated for another 
hundred years. It was endured with great 
fortitude and resignation by the people of 
the United States without distinction of 
party. The newspapers wrote of it daily 
for at least a year, and in spite of the awful 
weariness with which so chronic a topic 
was necessarily approached, no candid man 
can deny that the press habitually spoke of 
it with a noble assumption of cheerfulness. 
Even Philadelphia itself was uniformly pat- 
ted on the back, and characterized as a 
deserving town which displayed a degree of 
enterprise that only large and important 
cities had hitherto shown. People came 
from all parts of the country to Philadelphia, 
and carried home with them the germs 
of malarial fever and a profound admiration 
for the abilities acd wealth of the Philadel- 
phia hackmen. Many of them went so far 
as to say that they enjoyed the Exhibition, 
and were quite willing that their creditors 
and personal enemies should attend the next 
one. After sucha display of magnanimity 
and unselfishness it is a little too much to ask 
people to undergo another exhibition, even if 
itis to be held in New-York. A sense of 
duty to one’s country may induce a man to 
join a suffocating crowd in order to gaze on 
the Corliss engine and the latest patent 
churn, or to buy preposterous boxes from al- 
leged Japanese, and to eat atrociously bad 
dinners in a Polynesian pavilion; but hav- 
ing done these things once in his life-time, 
the good citizen should be formally declared 
to be exempt from all further World’s Fairs. 

The results of the Philadelphia Fair were 
undoubtedly very satisfactory to the hack- 
men, whose splendid palaces now line the 
fashionable streets of Philadelphia, and to 
the hotel-keepers who were wise enough to 
invest their millions in good securities, but 
it is difficult to ascertain in what way the 
country at large benefited by it. All the 
exhibitors who received certificates that their 
particular articles were the best in the exhi- 
bition have since occupied themselves in 
quarreling with one another, while the 
three exhibitors who failed to receive first 


class certificates were naturally very angry. 


The foreign exhibitors may have enjoyed 
themselves, but if they came here with any 
expectation of being able to introduce their 
manufactures, they have since learned that 
this is a free country, and that no American 


citizen will be permitted to pay one dollar 


for an imported article when he can buy 
for two dollars a like article manufactured 
here. 

A World’s Fair held in the United States 
is a peculiarly absurd affair. The ostensible 


object of a World’s Fair is to enable differ- 


ent nations to exhibit their products and 
manufactures, and thus to stimulate inter- 
national trade. This was the object of the 
various European international exhibitions, 
and that object was to a very great extent 
attained. But no exhibition held in this 


country can have any such result. The for- 
eign manfacturer comes here with his goods. 
They may be better in quality than the same 
class of goods exhibited by our own manu- 
facturers, and they may be very much 
cheaper, but our Government informs him 


that if he attempts to introduce them 


into the United States they will be 
taxed so heavily at the Custom. 
house that it will be impossible to 
sell them at prices which will enable them 
to compete with ourown goods. He can 


improve his mind by contemplating the Cor- 


liss engine, but he does not want to buy 


high-priced engines here when he can buy 
them cheaper at home. To hold a World’s 
Fair to enable foreigners who do not want 
to buy our manufactures to exhibit goods 
that our tariff will not permit them to sell 


here is to spend time and money to no good 


purpose. Such an exhibition may be an en- 
tertaining ‘‘show,’’ but it would be much 
more honest to borrow a name from BaR- 
NUM, and call it ‘‘the Greatest Show on 
Earth,’’ than it is to call it a World’s Fair. 
But let us not trouble ourselves. We may 


have the cholera, and there is no doubt that 


we are in danger of an epidemic of typhus 
fever, but the danger of a World’s Fair has 
very nearly passed away. Our people—ac- 
cording to the disappointed advocates of the 
scheme—are so disgustingly prosperous that 


they do not see any reason for dropping 


their present dollars in order to clutch at the 


possible prosperity that a World’s Fair might 
bring them. The Executive Committee will 
probably hold a few more meetings to be- 


wail the apathy of the people, and will then 


officially declare that the World’s Fair is 
dead and buried. 


There is already in Virginia much active 
preparation for the elections which are to occur 
there in the coming month. On the surface the 


vontest may seem to be an insignificant one. involy: 


ing only a few local offices. In reality, however, it 
will be of far greater importance. Indirectly it 
cannot fail to have very marked influence upon the 
much-talked-of struggle for a Governor and other 
State officers which is to occur in the Fall. In this 
latter’election both the Readjusters, or Independ- 
euts, and the Bourbon Democrats claim that they 
will certainly be successful. The leaders of the latter 
party insist that the vote cast in May will very 
fairly indicate the result later. They do this with 
the full knowledge that they misrepresent the 
situation. The truth is that in the local elections 
the colored people who, by the aid of Senator 
Manone and his friends, may be enabled to goto 
the ballot-boxes freely, are very likely, in every 
case where there is a chance of suecess, to support 
candidates of their own, thus leaving the white 
Independents and the Democrats to divide among 
themselves. The result of such division can only 
be to again demonstrate what is already known— 
that the former are largely in the minority. In 
the Fall, however, when the Republicans are not 
expected to make any nomination for Governor, 
there can be hardly a doubt that the great ma- 
jority of the colored men will heartily support the 
Independent candidates, and, as now seems prob- 
able, secure their election.

Tunis seems about to repeat the rdéle of Dul- 
cigno, and its Bey to imitate under French coer- 
cion the shuffling policy of the Sultan under that 
of England. The intrinsic value of the territory, 
indeed, is comparatively small. Its population is 
barely two millions. Much of its soilis absolutely 
worthless. The city of Tunis itself, though pos- 
sessing one of the finest harbors in Europe, is quite 
cut off from it by asand bar, all merchandise be- 
ing landed at Goletta and carried up by rail. What 
little trade the capital possesses is wholly in the 
hands of the 25,000 Jews who form one-fifth of its 
inhabitants. That France should wish to repeat 
the experiment which has succeeded so ill in Al- 
geria is singular enough. But the strategic advan- 
tages conferred by the peculiar geographical posi- 
tion of Tunis, as one glance at the map will show, 
are not to be despised. It will be remembered 
what excitement was produced in Italy by the 
rumored intention of France to prolong its Algerian 
railway system to the Tunisian border, and there 
can be little doubt that any overt act of France 
against Tunis would at once call forth the active 
intervention of the Italian Government.

Yesterday’s celebration of the twentieth an- 
niversary ofthe march of the Twelfth, Sixth, and 
Seventy-first Regiments of New-York Militia to 
fight for the preservation of the Union revived 
many recollections of the wartime. The Twelfth 
Regiment did well to mark the occasion by pa- 
rading through the principal streets of the City, 
and marchingin review before the Mayor. The 
appearance of the veterans and of the present reg- 
iment was not only creditable, but most suggestive. 
The veterans, in the place of honor, appeared to 
the number of one hundred and forty-four. They 
tried hard to look like soldiers, and, to a certain 
extent, despite their citizens’ dress, they succeeded. 
Still, like their old flag, weather-beaten, torn, and 
battle-stained, it was evident that they had passed 
through many trials and were quite ready, in the 
majority of instances, at least, to give’ place to 
younger and more active men. And such men were 
not wanting. Immediately behind the veterans 
came the Twelfth Regiment proper, composed of 
strong, hearty ‘“‘boys,’’ who were children at the 
time of the departure of the old Twelfth to the 
front. Yet it was evident that they were imbued 
with the same spirit, and that they would make 
quite as many sacrifices for their country and the 
right cause as did those who went beforethem. In 
their ranks there also appeared a flag, the same 
Stars and Stripes which led their veteran comrades 
twenty years ago; the same, save that its silken folds 
had never been called upon to do other than holi- 
day duty. Yesterday’s celebration cannot fail 
to bring to mind many incidents of two 
decades ago. At that time, by the way, there 
marched from Chieago the Nineteenth Regiment of 
Illinois Volunteers, filled with as high patriotism as 
was the Twelfth, Sixth, and Seventy-first, of New- 
York. As that regiment marched through the 
streets there was one brave old mother who wept 
bitterly. ‘“‘Why do you cry so?’ was asked by 
some one in thecrowd. ‘“ Because I have two sons 
in that regiment,’ was the reply. “Well, if you 
were going tocry aboutit, why did you let them go?’ 
was asked, to which the old lady indignantly re- 
plied: ‘‘Let them go! let them go! If they had 
not goneI should have turned them out of the 
house!” Of course, many a good Southern mother 
was inspired by the same feeling. Let it be our 
hope trat from this time on the fight on bothsides 
will be for a common cause, a common welfare.

The widow of THEODORE PARKER, who re- 
cently died in Boston, was a Miss Cazpor, and bore, 
it is said, a striking likeness to the Cazor family, of

The Caxzors 
of Massachusetts claim, and with some show of 
reason, to be descended directly from Joun Cazor, 
or GIOVANNI CasorTa, the reputed discoverer of the 
continent of North America, although the honor of 
the discovery has recently been assigned to his sec- 
ond son, SEBASTIAN, the most scientific of his 


family. Joun Canct was, in all probability, an

resemblance existing among members of the 
CaxsoT family, even of this generation, though 


when far removed from one another, has been so 


often remarked as to be well-nigh proverbial. One 
of the Boston Cazots, studying some years ago in 
Venice, became well acquainted with the librargan 
of San Marco, who pleasantly told Lim that he was 
really a Venetian, notan American, and that his 
likeness to the bust of Giovanni CaBoTa in the 
Ducal Palace was very perceptible. The young 


Bostonian then went with his friend to observe it 


closely, and could himself see the resemblance. An- 
other Cazor, a lady, was not long since in the Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery, in London, and while 
looking at the portrait of SEBasT:iaAN Cazor, she 
was accosted by a gentleman, who begged her par- 
don for speaking to her without introduction, but 
gave as excuse his desire to knowif she were not 


a descendant of the original of the portrait. He 


had been so strongly impressed by the likeness that 
he could not resist the temptation to inquire. Some 
of the living Cazors are asserted to look wonder- 
fully like Joun and SeBasTIAN, when attired in the 
costumes of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. 
That a lineal resemblance should be preserved for 
400 years, and should be so obvious as to be noticed 


by strangers, 1s very extraordinary. The Boston 


Cazors have traced their descent from some of the 
Cazots living during the sixteenth century in 
Guernsey and other of the Channel Islands; but 
this would seem to be superfluous in view of the 
marvelous likeness they bear te their ancestors. 
Boston has a passion for progenitors, and the Ca- 
Bots Ought to be deeply gratified to think they 


bave come down from the illustrious navigators 


who discovered this continent,

For example, 
he has never heard the sound of a bird’s song in his 
life. A whole room full of canaries might be in full 
song and yet he could not hear a note, but the rust- 
ling of their wings would be distinctly heard by 
him. He can hear all the vowels, but there are 
many consonant sounds which he has never heard. 
He can hear a man whisper but could not hear him 
whistle. The upper notes of a piano, violin, or other 


musical instrument he never hears, but the lowet 


notes he hears without difficulty.

Mile. Bernhardt performed in two plays at 
Booth’s Theatre yesterday.

true and sensuous love passion, and it mingles, in a 
manmer that is full of charm, the actual and 
the ideal. Mlle. Bernhafdt manages to dig- 
nify and exalt the character without making 


it unreal; this is the special triumph of her art. In 


variety of movement and manner her characteriza- 
tion of ‘“‘Frou-Frou” is unsurpassed. It has grace, 
lightness, refinement, and strength, and the result 
of this combination of qualities is singularly inter-

VOYAGE OF THE MARY AND HELEN. 
San Francisco, April 21.—The Naval offi- 
cers composing the Jeannette Relief Board have 
completed their work and submitted their report 
to the Secretary ofthe Navy. Itis expected that 


the instructions by the Navy Department to Lieut, 


Berry, of the relief steamer Mary and Helen, will 
vary little, if anv, from the recommendations of 
thereport. After reviewing the course which it 
was known the Jeannette intended to pur- 
sue, and the circumstances under which she 
was last seen, the report recommends that the 
Mary and Helen should leave San Francisco about 


June 1 to arrive at Herald Island the middle of 


August. She should visit on her way Petropaulov: 
ski for Arctic clothing, dog-sleds, and dog food; 
thence to St. Michael’s, to St. Lawrence Bay, to the 
East Cape, to Cape Serdze Kamen, to Jolminsin 
Bay, and to Herald Island; thence to the south-east

TWO GREAT EXPLOSIONS 


DESTRUCTION IN BINGHAMTON 
AND BRIDGEPORT. 


HE DITTMAR POWDER WOR&ES DEMOLISHED 


-—THE WORKMEN INJURED BUT NONE 


KILLED—EXPLOSION IN A MAGAZINE 
NEAR BRIDGEPORT—DAMAGE TO 8UR- 
ROUNDING PROPERTY IN BOTH PLACES. 
BINGHAMTON, N. Y., April 21.—The Ditt- 


mar Powder Works, situated near the north- 


ern edge of the city, blew up at 7:45 o’clock 
this morning. The works were in a small oak 
grove, and consisted of several small buildings. 
Michael Kane,a workman, saw fire in the 
basement of the mixing-house, and gave the 
aiarm. He was not 200 feet away before a 
terrific explosion occurred, carrying him up 
(n the air and shattering all the buildings. In 
three minutes the store-houses for black pow- 
der exploded, completely leveling the whole 
works. Fourteen men and two women were 
working in the houses in the inclosed grounds, 
All were {bruised somewhat, but none was 
seriously injured. This was a miracu- 
lous escape, as the houses were demolished 
over their heads. After the first explosion, 
the hands left the grounds, but some returned 
before the second explosion to see if any in- 
jered persons remained. They were thrown 
tothe ground. The mixing-house was where 
the explosive ingredients of the powder called 
**iglukodine’’ were mixed. This material con- 
sisted, according to Mr. Dittmar, of nitric acid 
and sugar, but it is believed to be simply dyna- 
mite, nitric acid, and glycerine. The ex- 
plosion in this house tore a hole in the 
ground 156 feet in circumference and 12 
teet deep. A three-horse power engine, 
used in mixing, was thrown 400 feet. 
The workmen weré not mixing this wagg ta 
and the engine was not running. The blac 
powder store-house was situated 150 feet from 
the mixing-house. The explosion there tore a 
hole 4 feet deep, 40 long. and 20 wide. The big 
magazine, near the black powder store-house, 
said to contain 30 tons, had the roof blown in, 
but was not exploded. If that had exploded, 
It would have razed Binghamton. 

The explosion shook the city, burst in doors 
and windows, and destroyed thousands of 
panes of glass. Plate-glass windows a mile 
away were broken. Common glass windows 
were broken at Port Dickinson, two miles 
away. A chimney was jarred off near Conk- 
lin Forks, five miles distant. The explosions 
were heard and attracted attention for 30 
miles or more. Mr. Dittmar says he will re- 
build, but the people in the northern part of 
the city say he shall not. He elaims to make 
nothing but yellow powder, but persons fa- 
miliar with his works report that he also manu- 
factures black blasting-powder. This is the 
second time these works have been blown up. 
The first explosion took place a year ago, when 
cnetman was killed. Any attempt to rebuild 
20 near the city will cause trouble. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 21.—The powder 
magazine, situated in West Stratford, about 
three miles from this city, containing about 
1,000 kegs of powder, owned by the Union Me- 
tallic Cartridge Company, exploded soon after 
11 o'clock this morning. Buildings about the 
city were shaken as by ashock of earthquake; 
people were thrown from their feet, and plate- 
glass and small windows were in many places 
broken. For a time the wildest excitement 
prevailed. Shops were at once emptied of em- 
ployes, hundreds of women rushing wildly 
about the streets, crying. As it was supposed 
another explosion had occurred at the cart- 
ridge shop, all were hurrying in that di- 
rection. The hands at the cartridge 
thop were wild with excitement, fear- 
ng a similar calamity to that which oc- 
surred there a few months ago, and at once 
ieft the works, when the shop was shut down 
for the day. The damage to buildings about 
the city is estimated at $5.000. The explosion 
is supposed to have been caused in some way 
by the rifle shooting of two men in the vicinity 
of the magazine. Ned of these men, Egbert 
Pinney, standing about 100 yards from the 
building, was badly cut about the head, and 
the other was badly shaken up, but not other- 
wise injured. As far as can be ascertained no 
lives were lost. There were in the vicinity of 
the exploded magazine two others containing 
about 1,000 kegs of powder each. The explo- 
sion was heard for miles around. 

Port JEFFERSON, N. Y., April 21.—A heavy 
shock, accompanied by a rumbling noise, was 
felt here at 11:30 thismorning. Houses were 
shaken, windows broken, and the people badly 
frightened.

The sale will be concluded this evening. 

The auction sale of Part II. of the Louis Diirr 
collection of ancient and modern paintings was 
begun at the Art Gallery of Thomas E. Kirby & 
Co., No. 845 Broadway, at 8 o’clock last evening.

The “ Judg- 
ment of Paris,” which nearly covered the wall of 
the end of the gallery, and is signed by Luca Gior- 
dano, was started at $10, and run upto $33 by bids 
of $1 and 50 cents, at which price it was knocked 
down. ‘Anthony and Cleopatra,” another pic- 
ture of nearly the same _ size, was dis- 
posed of for $14, and a large painting of 
** Nymphs Bathing,’’ was sold for $12. A portrait 
of alady, ascribed to Van Dyck, was run up to 
$13, and a picture of Roman ruins by a unknown 
artist, brought $10. For a ‘Florentine Lady,” 
purporting to be by Ghirlaudajo, no bids at all 
could be obtained, and the picture was passed 
over. The “Interior of a Stable,”’ ascribed to 
Edwin Landseer, brought only $5. LEighty-one 
more pictures remain in the second part of the col- 
lection, which will be disposed of this evening. 


RAPID TRANSIZ TOPICS. 


WHAT THE CITIZENS OF THE ANNEXED 
DISTRICT DEMAND. 

Citizens of the annexed district in favor of 
rapid transit through Third-avenue crowded Kir- 
choff's Ha!l, Morrisania, last night. Bearing in 
mind the row attending last Friday night’s meet- 
ing, a number of policemen, with their heavy 
clubs uncased, were in attendance. But there 
arose no need for such support. The gathering 
was decidedly of one mind, and  uproarious 
only in its overflow of enthusiasm. Judge 
James R. Angel presided, and made the 


address of the evening. He declared that while 
there could be no question as tothe necessity of 
rapid transitin the annexed district, there could 
equally be no question in the minds of honest, in- 
tellizent citizens that the route for that rapid tranu- 
sit should be through Third-avenue; and there, to- 
day, it would have been, averred the speaker, had 
the officials supposed to represent the will of the 
people acted honestly and honorably. {Applause.] 
But these public servants ignored the demands of 
their constituents—50,000 people—and the rapid 
transit that should now be in operation through 
Third-avenue, the great artery of travel, has been 
attacked, and instead of one line, one car, and one 
fare from Fordham to the City Hall, the people con- 
tinue to pay tribute to men who are not 
triends to the district. With rapid transit 
through Third-avenue from the Harlem the 
value of property would be greatly enhanced; 
the tradesmen would enjoy prosperity 
hitherto unknown, and population woula so in- 
crease in the district that within five years the in- 
habitants would number 250,000. instead of the 
present 45,000. [Applause.] With the exhibition 
of some feeling. Judge Angel declared: ** Fellow- 
citizens, we have been deceived, we have been 
hoodwinked, we are the victims of a villainous 
conspiracy concocted against our interest, present 
and future. The commissions appointed by Mayor 
Cooper [hisses} to consider the rapid transit ques- 
tion for us,and to recommend a route, have each and 
all been leagued to other interests than those they 
have been presumed to have under consideration. 
But we have a new Mayor, and that Mayor has 
pledged me that he will see to it that another com- 
mission supersedes this old one, [applause,] 
and that the new body _ represents cer | 
the interests of the people most concerned, 
and not incorporated monopolies. I remember,” 
said the speaker, “having heard Mayor Cooper de- 
clare that he ‘would not appoint a commission 
favoring the Third-avenue route, even though the 
petition for such a commission was signed by 
every man, woman, and child of the district.’” 
Judge Angel reviewed, in a caustic way, the man- 
ner of the men comprising past commissions, gen- 
tlemen for whom he said he personally entertained 
great respect. ‘One of Mayor Cooper's Com- 
missioners,’’ he said, was my friend Col. Hoe, 
whose reason for favoring the suburban route in 
opposition to the Third-avenue line was quite 
pointedly expressed by himself in the Mayor’s 
office iu my presence and in the presence of Mayor 
Cooper. He annousced that he owned 800 shares 
of Third-avenue surface road, [cries of ‘the 
huckleberry line,”’] and rapid transit through 
that avenue would be its ruin. ([Hisses 
and cries of shame.) That, gentlemen, I de- 
nounce as corrupt, but it is just such 
motives that throughout has prompted the 
opposition.”” Judge Angel closed by declaring 
that he had received assurances from’ prominent 
capitalists that so soon asthe Third-avenue route 
was decided upon the necessary money for con- 
struction should be forthcoming. Other addresses 
were made by Messrs. Sidwell S. Randall, Jr., John 
C. Grant, Charles E. Stoughton, William M.Tooker, 
John Kerby, the Rey. J. 8. Johnson, and Dr. H. L.

The hall of the Long Island Historical So- 
ciety was filled with a fashionable audience last 
evening to participate in the ceremonies attending 
the presentation to the society of two of the old 
battle-flags of the Forty-eighth Regiment, N. Y. 
S. V. On the platform were the Rev. Dr. Richard 
S. Storrs, Major-Gen. Q. A. Gillmore, the Hon. S:- 
B. Chittenden, A. A. Low, David M. Stone, the Rev. 
Dr. A. P. Putnam, the Rev. Dr. J. O. Peck, ex-Mavor 
Booth, Mayor Hunter, Commissioner French, and 
others. A portrait of the Rey. Dr. James H. 
Perry, first Colonel of the regiment, framed in 
flowers, hung against the screen inthe rear. At8 
o’clock 105 survivors of the regiment, in civilian 
attire and wearing blue silk badges, entered, amid 
applause, and took seats that had been reserved 
for them. They are a prosperous-looking body 
of men. Then the Rev. <A. J. Palmer, who 
had been the youngest private in the regi- 
ment, arose and delivered the “salutation,” 
in the course of which he recalled many 
stirring reminiscences of the service performed 
by the command and of the comrades who 
had fallen bravely in the front of battle. After de- 
scribing the charge on{Fort Wagner by Gen. Gill- 
more’s orders, he,said: ‘History says that in that 


engagement we suffered defeat. History hasspoken 
falsely. We took the fort and both banks, and we 
held it five hours, until our little band at midnight, 
without officers and without ammunition except 
what we could rob from the dead, were surrounded 
and overpowered by the rebels. Of the prisoners 
then tuken, 28 were members of the Forty-eighth. 
Six afterward escaped, but the rest starved and 
froze to death at Andersonville and Belle Isle.” 
“My country, 'tis of thee’ was then sung by the 
audience, the Rev. Dr. W. P. Strickland, the vener- 
able Chaplain of the regiment, prayed, and Mr. 
George Werrenrath sang ** The Two Grenadiers.” 

Major B. R. Corwin followed with a brief history 
of the regiment, preceding it with a letter of regret 
for his absence from Gen. Israel Vogdes, for whom 
three cheers were given, followed by three more 
for Gen. Gillmore. The Rey. Dr. James H. Perry 
was a graduate of West Point. He resigned his 
commission, entered the ministry, and in 1861 was 
the Pastor of the Hanson-Place Methodist-Epis- 
copal Church. When the news came of the firing 
on Fort Sumter he was attending a Church Confer- 
euce. He immediately arose and said: ** I was ed- 
ucated by the Government. It now needs my ser- 
vices. Iintend to resign my ministry at once and 
resume my sword.” The result was the formation 
of the Forty-eighth. Its recruiting head-quarters 
were in Montague Hall, on Court-street, where the 
Phenix Building now stands. On July 24, 1861, the 
regiment went into camp at Fort Hamilton. The 
camp was named Camp Wymaz, in honor of Luther 
B. Wymen, who was its most generous financial 
helper. Three companies were from Brookiyn. two 
from New-Jersey and the rest from elsewhere. 
Among the officers the Colonel, Major, Chaplain, a 
Captain, a Lieutenant, a Sergeant, and a private 
were clergymen. On this account the regiment 
received the nickname of ‘‘ Perry’s Saints.”’ It was 
mustered into the service Aug. 16, 1861, and assigned 
to Gen. Viele’s brigade. It left for the war, 964 
strong, on Sept. 16, and on Oct. 5 was assigned to 
Sherman's expeditionary corps and ordered to Port 
Royal, for which place it embarked on Oct. 18. 
Major Corwin mentioned that a Corporal 
an two privates were sent back from 
Port Royal to Annapolis to return a_ fugi 
tive negro to slavery. On New Year’s Day, 1862, 
the regiment received its baptism of fire at Coosa 
River. On Jan. 29 it began the siege of Fort 
Pulaski. On April 11 the fort was captured and 
occupied, and the succeeding months were spent 
in repairing it. On June 18 Col. Perry dropped 
dead in the fort from apoplexy. During the Sum- 
mer and Fall the command suffered greatly from 
yellow fever. On Sept. 29 they participated in the 
battle of Bluffton, 8. C., and on Oct. 22 in the battle 
of Coosawatchee. On June 18, 1868, eight companies 
were ordered to take part in the expedition against 
Fort Sumter. On July 10 they assaulted Morris Island 
crossing the inlet in boats under a severe fire, and 
captured the batteries with a loss of 14 killed and 
60 wounded, including Capt. Lent, of Company 
A. On?tJuly 18 they took part in the disastrous 
assault on Fort Wagner. Fifteen officers and over 
800 men were killed or wounded, Next morning 
only 8 officers and 88 men were present at reveille. 
On July 28 the regiment was ordered to Hilton 
Head; thence to St. Augustine and back to Hilton 
Head again. In February, 1864, it went to Florida, 
and participated in the battle of Olustee, losing 227 
killed, wounded, or prisoners. In May it was ordered 
to the Army of the James, and was engaged suc- 
cessively in the battles of Chester Heights, Fort 
Darling, Drury’s Bluff, Cold Harbor, the Peters- 
burg Mine, Deep Bottom, Strawberry Plains, Cha- 

in’s Farm, and Dutch Gap. It was in both Fort 

“Nsher expeditions, in the assault on Wil- 
mington, and in the engagements at Foley Island 
and Pocataligo. At Wilmington the Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, now Consul at Stockholm, ost 
his leg. On Feb. 22, 1864, by forced marches, it res- 
cued 10,000 Union prisoners on their way to rebel 
prisons. In 1865 it occupied Raleigh, where it Was 
mustered out on Sept. 12, 1865, having served 4 
years, 2 months, and 8 days. All but 180 re-enlisted 
when their three years’ term of service had ex- 
pired. Eighteen hundred men were carried on 
the rolls. 

The presentation of the flags by the Rev. D. C. 
Knowles, Captain of Company D, followed. The 
tlags were borne in by the two oid color-bearers, 
one of whom, Sergeant Hartz, had his right hand 
shattered at Fort Pulaski, and, grasping the colors 
in his left, planted them upon the parapet. Of this 
flag nothing is left but the Union and half the staff. 
The other, presented to the regiment by the 
ladies of Brooklyn, is in ribbons, and its staff 
has been mended where a shot broke it. At the 
close of the war it was carried by the Colonel to 
his home in Lawrence, Mass., where it was dis- 
covered six months ago by Mr. Knowles. A third 
regimental flag is in the keeping of the State at 
Albany. The fourth was lost at Cold Harbor. Three 
men were shot downin succession who bore it. The 
fourth, Stephen Porch, sprang with it upon 
the parapet and was instantly riddled by 
a score of bullets. He threw his arms around 
the staff, and together they fell inward upon the 
enemy. A special order was immediately issued 
relieving the regiment from the penalty attached 
to commands losing their colors in battle of not 
being allowed to carry colors for three months. 
Mr. Knowles said, in concluding his speech, that 
notwithstanding all they knew of warif a rebel 
enemy should arise again every survivor of the 
Forty-eighth would rally around the old flag once 
more. [Great applawee.] 

In accepting the colors, Dr. Storrs said: ‘‘ I have 
never before felt it so impossible to say that 
which would be to my own mind and heart ap- 
propriate to the occasion as I do this even- 
ing. Words are weak in the presence of 
heroic deeds. All sentences seem to turn 
to nothingness in the presence of such 
symbols as these, and are overshadowed by the au- 
gust memories they evoke. Eloquence here is in 
silence.”” On the part of the society, he gladly ac- 
cepted the flags, and promised to guard them care- 
fully while the society should exist. The society, 
he said, was founded in 1863, and one of its chief 
purposes was to collect and preserve whatever 
might relate to the great struggle through 
which the country was then passing. Speak- 
ing of those who died in the war, he 
said the price paid would be too great 
if the only fruits were to be national wealth and 
luxury. There should be an end to sectional strife 
and a free and honest ballot everywhere, and the 
race which won its spurs when the Forty-eighth 
wou theirs must be lifted into permanent liberty, 

These sentiments were rapturously applauded. 
The audience were extremely enthusiastic through- 
out. Mr. George Werrenrath sang ‘*The Star 
Spangled Banner,’’ the Rev. Dr. Frederick A. Far- 
ley ottered the closing prayer and gave a benedic- 
tion, and the proceedings ended with the singing 
of the Doxology.

VETERANS OF THE TWELFTH. 
MARCHING THROUGH BROADWAY AND RE- 
VIEWED BY THE MAYOR. 

The veterans of the Twelfth Regiment, Gen. 
Daniel Butterfield commanding, celebrated the 
twentieth anniversary of their departure to Wash- 
ington to take part in the war of the rebellion yes- 
terday afternoon. ‘The veterans, to the num- 
ber of 144, assembled in the armory of 
the Twelfth, at Broadway and _ Forty-fifth- 
street, at 1 o’clock. Of the 10 Captains of the 
old regiment, five were present—Capt. John Ward, 
of Company A; Capt. William Fowler, of Company 
C; Capt. James D. Ottawa, of Company D; Capt, 


James A. Boyle, of Company G, and Capt. R. H. 
Olmstead, of Company K. Two—Capt. W. H. Ray- 
nor, of Company I, and Capt. H. W. Ryder, of Com- 
pany E, were unable to participate in the celebra- 
tion of their comrades, and three—Capt. William 
Huson, of Company B; Capt. James Crome, of Com- 
aan ak and Capt, W. H. McCormick, of Company 

—haye died since the regiment returned from the 
war. The veterans were all dressed in citizen's 
black clothes and wore black slouch hats, the right 
side pinned up by an eagle, and white gloves. They 
were a remarkably strong-looking set of men, and 
appeared as though they were able to again pass 
through the hardships of war should the occasion 
for their services arise. They passed the time un- 
til the hour of departure from the armory in remi- 
niscences of the old Twelfth, and especially of the 
scenes which characterized their embarkation for 
Washington on April 21, 1861. 

Meantime the Twelfth Regiment, Col. S. V. R. 
Cruger commanding, had formed infront of the 
armory in eprops f and as soon as the veterans 
were ready they fell into line and were escorted by 
the regiment to the Forty-second-street station of 
the Sixth-avente elevated railroad. Here two 
special trains hed been chartered to convey the 
regiment and the veterans down town. The trip 
from Forty-second-street to Rector was made in 
just 14 minutes, the track ahead being clear and no 
stops being made at intermediate stations. From 
Rector-street the regiment and veterans proceeded 
to Bowling Green, where the line of march was 
formea. A platoon of ses headed the 
march, followed by the Twelfth Regiment band, 
and Gen. Butterfield, the Colonel! of the regiment 
in 1861, and the veterans, 17 files deep. In the midst 
of them Color-Sergt. Wolf bore aloft the old battle- 
aees which he carried from the City on the memor- 
= ie 2ist of April. 1861.

guidons, at the right and left of the line, were 
orne by Sergt.

John Jackson. The head of the line of veterans 
was composed of Adjt.

Then fol- 
lowed the veterans, 17 files deep. Next were Col. 
Cruger and staff, mounted, and the present 
Twelfth Regiment, most of whom were boys in 


small clothes when the veterans were starting for 
.the war, The line of march was up Broadway to the 
City Hall, where the veterans and regiment were 
reviewed by Mayor Grace, The steps of the 
City Hall were packed with people, and the Mayor 
was accompanied by ex-President Morris, of the 
Board of Aldermen, President Keenan, Aldermen 
Hilliard and Kirk, and Judge Gedney, Adjutant of 
the Fifth Regiment. The veterans, after passing 
in review before the Mayor, countermarched and 
formed in line in front of the Hall, when Gen. But- 
terfield and Mayor Grace advanced and shook 
hands. The line of march was then resumed 
the regiment, however, taking the right, and 
veterans following in the rear. The march 
through Broadway was very different 
the one of 20 years ago, when the street was 
so choked with spectators that the regiment was 
forced to march down. Mercer-street and reach 
Broadway by way of Grand-street. The sidewalks 
were crowded yesterday, and every window and 
doorway had its complement of human heads, but 
the street was kept clear during the march of the 
veterans. The marching of both the old soldiers 
and the regiment was fair, and was greeted with 
liberal applause all along the route. At Union- 
square the line passed around the Lincoln statue. 
The march then was through Fifteenth-street to 
Fifth-avenue, and up Fifth-avenue to Forty-fifth- 
street, and thence to the armory, where the regi- 
ment and the veterans were dismissed. The cele- 
bration was a very pleasant one to all concerned.

WHY A MURDER TRIAL WA8 POSTPONED—A 


PRESCRIPTION WHICH PUZZLED A LAWYER. 

Scranton, Penn., April 21.—The trial of

COMPLAINTS AT UP-TOWN HOTELS AND PRI- 
VATE HOUSES, 

‘ That district of the City included within the 
bounds of Twenty-third and Forty-second streets 
and Third and Sixth avenues is much afflicted by 
animpure water supply. The water is not toany 
noticeable extent colored, though when a flow is 
frst started a sediment is said to be discoverable. 
It isin the taste that the basis for complaint lies. 
A Times reporter, who made a tour of investigation 
yesterday, found only one resident of the district 
who was not sadly aware that something was the 


matter with the water. He was a Teutonic dispenser 
of beer, and from appearances did not depend 
wholly upon Croton for his liquid aoeey. Inquiries 
at private residences on Lexington, Park, Madison, 
and Fifth avenues, and on most of the cross streets, 
elicited the fact that the disagreeable feature was 
general. All agreed that the trouble was of about 
10 days’ standing, and was gradually becoming 
worse. Persons asked to describe the unpleasant 
taste almost universally declared it “ fishy,”’ and 
many held to the idea that the decomposition of 
animal matter, by some unknown means appear- 
ing in the Croton, was the cause of the difficulty. 
Others maintained that decaying vegetable matter 
had brouchtabout the trouble; yet another class 
condemned the water-pipes, while there were some 
who traced the whole offense to water officials. 

Mr. Hugo Schmelz, druggist, at Third-avenue 
and Thirty-eighth-street, reports that among his 
patronathe Croton has become so offensive that 
many have taken to a wholesale purchase of 
Seltzer, Apollinaris, and other mineral waters for 
family use. At the Park-Avenue Hotel the fishy 
taste has become so pronounced that it is apparent 
even through strong lemonade, tea, and coffee. 
Similar stories were told at other large hotels, and 
nearly all the apothecaries gave evidence of the 
existence of the disagreeable flavor. R. Butler, 
Jr., steward at the Gilsey House, had not heard 
many complaints from guests, though some had re- 
marked the strange flavor. Toa great extent he 
nad been able to remedy the offensiveness by the 
use of charcoal in his supply. A. G. Thompson, 
steward at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, had also been 
able in a similar way to clear much of the “fishy” 
taste from the water. Ice thrown into this water 
is said to increase the disagreeable taste. 

Owing tothe complaints of bad smell and bad 
taste in the Croton water by many suffering citi- 
zens, Chief Engineer Newton, of the Croton Aque- 
duct has begun an investigation under instructions 
from the Public Works Department, to find out 
the source of the impurities. Yesterday men 
were sent with gallon demijohns to a 
number of houses where the water was 
declared impure to obtain samples of it. 
These samples will be sent to the Board of Health 
for analysis. It was said at the Department of 
Public Works yesterday that’ complaints of poor 
Croton were always expected in the Spring when 
warm weather,;thaws the ground in the Cro- 
ton basin and a great deal of decayed: vegetable 
matter is washed into the stream. he-officers of 
the department do not believe that analysis will 
show the presence of any animal matter. They at- 
tribute the bad taste and smell partly to decayed 
vegetable matter, always to be found justafter the 
advent of warm weather, and partly to slow circula- 
tice in the “ dead ends’’ of Croton mains—where 
the mains come to an abrupt end and the water is 


almost stagnant.

COTTON TWICE AFIRE. 
THE FLAMES IN GOLD-STREET, AND A QUES- 
TION THEY GIVE RISE TO. 

A somewhat complicated question between 
anderwriters, insurance companies, and tenants 
bids fair to arise out of the fire which took place 
at an early hour yesterday morning in the four- 
story brick building at Nos. 4and 6 Gold-street. 
The flames were first discovered in the fourth 
story, occupied by Thomas Walsh, a dealer in cot- 
ton waste, &c., and before they were extinguished 
the property of the occupants of the lower 
floors was considerably damaged by water. 


Mr. Walsh estimates his loss at $8,000, which is in- 
sured for $2,500 in the Williamsburg Insurance 
Company. The second fioor and store-room on 
the first were occupied by C. H. Keese, who suf- 
fers a loss of about $3,000. Otto Kornoman. 
dealer in glycerine, on the first floor, was damaged 
by water about $500. The damage to the building 
will not exceed $3,000. Firemen worked 
continuously through the day yesterday, 
threwing the cotton waste into the street, 
and by afternoon the steaming piles reached 
nearly to the second story windows. The origin of 
the fire is a question that can only be decided after 
an examination. The cotton waste stored in the 
building was refuse stock, purchased after the 
recent fire in the cotton warehouse at No. 8 Beaver- 
Btreet, andit is claimed by the firemen and Police 
that it was stored in the building three or four 
days ago, and before proper precautions had been 
taken by opening and sorting the bales, which 
though thoroughly drenched, might contain smol- 
dering fire. This negligence, it was said by some 
persons, would vitiate the insurance, and again by 
others that as the waste was sold by order of the 
underwriters, and for the benefit of the insurance 
companies, the responsibility must rest with them. 
The solving of this question of responsibility 
promises to be one of general interest. 

Mr. Walsh stated to a Tres reporter that he had 
been engaged in his present business about 20 
years. Witha number of others he had purchased 
of the urderwritors quantities of the damaged cot- 
ton after the fire at No.8 Beaver-street. It had 
been exposed on the Battery, was thoroughly 
drenched by the firemen, and, with the understand- 
ing that all fre was extinguished, was sold by the 
underwriters. A portion was sorted and bagged 
before removal, and the entire lot:was soon after- 
ward stored in the building, with the knowledge 
and without any objection from the underwriters. 
Mr. Walsh said that as he was only partially insured, 
it was reasonable to suppose that he had been dili- 
gent in his precautions against loss by fire, and the 
sorting and bagging of the damaged cotton had 
been continued from the time of itsarrival at his 
storerooms. He considered that there was no 
question as to the validity of his insurance. If the 
fire originated with damaged cotton purchased of 
the underwriters, the responsibility must rest with 
them. Butit was not known that the fire origi- 
nated from this, and until an investigation was 
had he thought it premature to raise the question.

THREE MEN SWINDLED. 


ONE HENRY MANN DUPES THEM THROUGH 


A CONFIDENCE SCHEME. 

Among the arrivals at French’s Hotel on the 
evening of April 7 was a young man who registered 
the name of “Henry Mann, St. Louis.” He was 
well dressed, a ready talker, and in a few days 
made a number of acquaintamces among the hotel 
guests and others, and soon became generally 
known as the manager and agent of the Milnen 
Opera Troupe, of Kansas City. His visit to this City 
was for the purpose of securing the services of a 
competent man as Treasurer for the company. 
He finally concluded to advertise for a 


man, and early in the present week an 
edvertisement appeared in a morning paper 
tor a Treasurer for an opera company, 
$100 security required, applicants to call upon 
Henry Mann, at French’s Hotel. Subsequently 
three men applied, and one engaged for the position. 
The first engagement was with George Koster- 
mann, of this City, anda contract was duly made. 
through which*he was to receive $10 a week for his: 
services, the $100 security to be returned when he 
should see fit to relinquish the position. Koster- 
mann paid $10 down to bind the contract, and the 
following day paid the additional $90, taking a re- 
ceipt signed Henry W. Mann, agent Milner Opera 
Troupe.” Kostermann engaged to meet Mann at 
the hotel the next evening, ready to proceed West 
and take his position, and his trunk arrived at the 
hotel early in the afternoon. Inquiring for his new 
employer, he was told that he had left the City, but 
would return in the evening. Then the hotel clerk 
received a dispatch from the “agent,” from King- 
ston, N. Y., saying he had ‘‘been detained,” and a 
suspicion was aroused that something was wrong. 
{t was not long before two other “’ Treasurers” ap- 
peared in the office by appointment with the 
agent. Both had their baggage with them, pre- 
pared to start on a Western trip. These youn 
men refused to give their names. It was stat 
by one that he had paid the $100, and he showed a 
receipt similar to that given to Kostermann. The 
other had a receipt for $50, paid in cash, and ex- 
hibited a dispatch from ‘Kingston, from Mann, tell- 
ing him to join him there, where the other $50 was 
to be paid. The three men were introduced to 
each other, and during Wednesday evening and a 
zood part of yesterday they sympathized with one 
another and patiently waited for the “ agent,” al- 
lowing their baggage to remain at the hotel. Kos- 
termann,corvincedithat he had been swindled—and 
in his case it was a serious matter, as he is a man 
of family and the money paid was all he possessed 
—reported the case to Superintendent, Walling, and 
a detective was detailed to work up the case. 
— 
THE COMMITTEE ON PIERS. 
‘ ‘The Piers and Docks Assembly Committee 
resumed its sessions at the Metropolitan Hotel yes- 
,terday. Chief Engineer Greene, of the Dock De- 
‘partment, testified that the bills for work 
were audited by him and sent to the Commissioners. 
If the prices were correct he approved them. If re- 


pairs were done to the amount of over $1,000, 
the board was. obliged to let the work 
out by contract, after advertisement, to 
the lowest bidder. If the repairs or re- 
building of a pier came under the new plans, no 
matter what the cost, the board under the law 
could let the work without advertising, that is, 
rovided ali the Commissioners consented to it. 
he witness admitted that some private piers had 
been dredged by the department at the request of 
rivate parties, but it was done only 
Pecause of the foul odors and emanations 
sewers, awe Legapscea the Board 
ealth recommende as a sanitary measure. 
Free de Bebian, of the French Line, 
paid one-half of the cost for the dredging of his 
slip. aud the City paid the other half. The depart- 
ment had also dredged near Twenty-fourth-street, 
where there was ro sewer, but where the constant 
throwing off and bubbling up of gas from sewers 
below had affected the waters round about. There 
had also been dredging done on leased piers, 
36,000 cubic yards, in round numbers, being taken 
out in i679, at 25 cents per yard, and about the 
garne quantity in 7880, at 33 cents. Jacob Sharp 
paid for some of the work to the Dredging Com- 
pany or to Mr. Loomis. The witness thought that

he paid from $600 te $900. He (Sharp) didn't pay 
anything to the department. Under the Loomis 
contract 23,825 yards were removed at a cost of 
35 cents per yard. The refuse thus dredged up 
was taken to Pamrapo, N. J., and there dumped at 
a cost of 10 cents per yard. Since December, 1876, 
55,965 cubic yards had been dumped there. 


WILL THE CARDRIVERS STRIKE? 
A REPORT THAT THE THIRD-AVENUE NEN 
WILL TIE UP TO-DAY. 


If the statements of some of the car drivers 
on the Third-avenue line are to be relied upon, a 
strike among this class of laborers on this particu- 
lar line is imminent. Some of the men go so far as 
to declare that the strike will become general 
throughout the City and that the first move will be 
made to-day. Trouble of this nature may be 
brewing among the Harlem drivers of this 
line, but interviews with a number of the 
men, selected at random, failed to substantiate 


the statements that the disaffected feeling is so 
wide-spread as it is represented to be. What is 
claimed to be a ‘‘feeler” by those drivers particu- 
larly interested was put forward on Wednesday, 
when four of the Harlem drivers waited on Presi- 
dent Lyons to ask for either an increase in their 
wages or a decrease in the hours of their labor. 

The delegation was headed by C. J. Anthony, of

accounts vary as to whether it was presented, 

President Lyons averring that he saw no such pa-

Anthony declares that the President heard of 
the movement, and that on Tuesday night he (An- 
thony) and Stephen Olin, of night car No. 146, were 
discharged as being the leading spirits. President 
Lyons admits that Anthony was discharged, 
but without his knowledge. He says that 
he has given no orders for‘the discharge 
of any of the men, but, on the contrary, when he 
learned of the course that had been taken in 
Anthony’s case he gave instructions that no such 
arbitrary measures on the part of his assistants 
would be tolerated in the future. A third driver 
was also discharged the same day, and on the fol- 
lowing day, when he asked Superintendent Robert- 
son the reason, was curtly informed that the com- 
pany gave no reasons for the discharge of any of its 
employes. Anthony claims to have the names of 
2,000 drivers throughout the City who will tieu 
when the word is given. The strike, he declared, 
would differ from the strikes of other years in a 
number of particulars, and he had no doubt that it 
would compel the company to come to terms. The 
present time is regarded by Anthony as the best in 
which to make the attempt to cripple the company, 
because the Spring business is at its height. 
The drivers say they receive $1 90 a day for the 
five trips between Harlem and the City Hall, and 
$1 75 for seven trips between the Sixty-fifth-street 
stables and the City Hall. Fifteen hours are re- 
quired to accomplish the former and 14 the latter. 
President Lyons said he did not anticipate a gen- 
eral strike, had not in fact seen enough to warrant 
him making anv provision to meet it. Night Super- 
intendent Bradley, of the Fourth-avenue line, said 
there existed no signs of dissatisfaction among the 
drivers of the Fourth-avenue line, and no indica- 
tions of a strike. 

The Superintendent of the Belt Line said last 
evening that he had not heard a word about strik- 
ing among the drivers, and no trouble was expect- 
ed. The men had shorter hours than on most other 
lines, and were also paid a bonus at the end of each 
three months if they were faithful in their duty. 
This satisfied them, and the company got along 
without strikes. Atthe depot of the Eighth-avenue 
iine, Superintendent Wilson said the first he had 
heard of an impending strike was from a re- 
porter, ana he did not believe there would_be 
any. ‘* Wealways hear of a strike before it takes 
place,” said an officer of the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Company, “and we haven’t heard 
a word about any strike at this time. So you may 
be satisfied there won’t be any trouble here at 
least.”” One-of the officers of the Twenty-third- 
Street Cross-town Line said that all the company 
knew.abont any intended strike was a report made 
by one of their drivers, who was stopped by a man 
in the afternoon, and told to be ready to tie up on 
Friday. The company anticipated no trouble. 
Several drivers of the various West Side lines de- 
clared that they knew nothing of any proposed 
strike.

NOT A WIFE TO BE PROUD OF. 
Thomas Baker, the leader of the orchestra at 
Wallack’s Theatre, was married in 1875, and five 
children have appeared in his household. Two 
of them—Florence 8. Baker, aged 4 years, and 
Henry H. Baker, aged 2 years—are the subjects of 
a contention begun yesterday in the Supreme 


Court. They are now in the custody of their 
mother, Hannah F. Baker, who resides with them 
in Brooklyn. Mr. Baker obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus yesterday for their production to-day before 
Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers. In 
his petition for the writ he says that some years 
ago his wife became addicted to the immod- 
erate use of intoxicating liquors, and soon 
fell to the level of a ‘habitual drunkard. 
One day, in the Summer of 1879, while in a drunken 
frenzy, she struck him inthe face with an ivory 
hair brush, cutting and bruising his features, and 
discoloring his eyes. She would have done more 
than this, but thathe fled from her. During the 
month of October, 1880, he was sick with pneu- 
monia. Instead of caring for him, he says, his 
wife left him alone. He expostulated with her one 
day, and she responded by throwing him upon the 
bed and almost strangling him. He tried to escape, 
but she threw him back upon the floor of the room. 
Mr. Baker is of opinion that his wife would have 
killed him if a Mr. Van Work had not restrained 
her.

FOUND WITH HIS THROAT COT. 
Henry J. Bonna, an English clerk, was a 
passenger on the steam-ship Westphalia, which ar- 
rived here on the 12th inst. He registered at the 
Occidenta! Hotel, at the corner of the Bowery and 
Broome-street, and was assigned to room No. 38. 


Yesterday afternoon strange noises were heard in 
the room, and on investigation Bonna was found 
sitting on a chair with his throat cut. He was 
alive, but he had lost a large quantity of blood, 
and had, with his finger dipped in blood, written on 
the wall of the room the words: ‘* Coward—A 
thing that is vile.’ An ambulance surgeon 
found that the wind-pipe had been en- 
tirely severed, but the weapon used, a razor, 
had missed the large blood-vessels. The wound is 
not necessarily fatal. As the man lay on a stretcher 
in the corridor of the hotel, the surgeon gave him 
paper and pencii, and Bonna wrote his name. He 
‘was taken to St, Vincent’a Hospital, His effects 
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consisted of an outfit of coarse clothes and a few 
papers, which did not explain his antecedents. On 
some cards were scribbled the following: ‘“* Did I 
ever have any brains?” ‘Why could I not think ? 
Want of thought has brought this unenviable ruin."’ 
*T assure you all that in my mad brain I believed 
that I could go on with my business outside, or at 
least do something else to benefit you.”’ ‘‘ Woe is 
me that Iam constrained to dwell with Meshech, 
and to have my habitation in the tents of Kedar.

DR. KENNEDY'S BILLS. 
FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR TWENTY-ONE 
VISITS TO THE LATE MR. WOOD. 

Dr. John T. Kennedy, who professionally 
attended the late Samuel Wood, was cross-ex- 
amined yesterday before Surrogate Calvin, by Mr. 
Henry L. Clinton, of counsel for those who are 
contesting the codicil of Mr. Wood’s will, by which 
he left his property to Trustees for the establish- 
ment of a musical college. The witness was handed 
acopy of his account filed in his suit against the 
Executors, containing a record of the number of 
times he visited the decedent and the charges 
made for each visit from April 12, 1876, to March 
19, 1878 He testified that the paper con: 
tained a correct statement of his account. 
Twenty-one professional visits were made 
by him during the period of time speci- 
fied, and the total amount of his bill was 
$5,000. Several! visits were charged for at the rate 


of $100 each. Dr. Kennedy would not swear that 
he spent more than 20 minutes on the occasion of 
any single visit in Mr. Wood’s house. Mr. Clinton 
asked the witness whether the charge of $1,550 for 
making a post-mortem examination of decedent’s 
body was correct, and was .anewered in 
the affirmative. “Who acted with you 
on that occasion?’ asked the lawyer. 
“Dr. Satterthwaite assisted me,’ responded the 
witness. ‘ What was his charge? Was it not $50?” 
**T only know that he told me it was $50.” ‘Did 
you make a medico-legal examination of Mr. 
Wood?” “Yes, Sir?” ‘* How long did it occupy ?’’ 
“ About four hours.” ‘ And for that you charged 
$500, or $125 per hour?” 
Counsel for the proponents objected to the ques- 
tion, and it was excluded, the Surrogate ruling 
that while Mr. Clinton had a right to cross-examine 
the witness as to the length and nature of the 
visits, questions touching the amount of his charges 
had no bearing on the case. Counsel claimed an 
exception, and repeated the ——— in another 
form, explaining that it was his intention to prove 
that the attempt to get excessive fees was one 
pene of a conspiracy by which a codicil in 
avor of the musical college was obtained from 
**an old man who didn’t know ‘Old Hundred’ from 
‘Yankee Doodle.’ This question and others of a 
similar character were excluded. Mr. Clinton next 
offered in evidence a receipted bill of Dr. Ken- 
nedy’s for $1,000 for professional visits to Mr.Wood 
from March 17, 1875, to April 4, 1876. It was not re- 
ceived. The witness was then asked: *‘ Do you 
consider that your peculiar qualifications entitle 
you to charge tern times as much as the fees of the 
very best physicians in the City?’ The question 
was not sustained, and the further hearing of the 
case was soon after adjourned until this morning.

IN DEFENSE OF WHITTAKER. 

The members of the Whittaker court-martial 
were treated yesterday to another stereoscopic ex- 
hibition of the note of warning and of specimens of 
Whittaker’s handwriting.

dent physician, held its fifty-eighth anniversary 
yesterday. During the year 94 births occurred in 
the asylum, and 496 confinement cases were attend- 
ed to at the homes of the patients by the district 
physicians. Four thousand five hundred and one 
cases of confinement have been attended to in the 
asylum, and 17,242 cases at the patients’ homes 
since the foundation of this most excellent charity. 
It extends its aid, free of charge, to ail poor re- 
spectable married women. The asylum receives 
and trains nurses especially for the lying-in room 
in order to supply the great demand of this class of 
nurses by the medical profession. The managers 
desire the removal of the Shiloh Shelter Lodging- 
house, or, if this cannot be done, they think it judi- 
cious to move out of the neighborhood.

SELLING FERRY FRANCHISES. 


THE UNION FERRY COMPANY TO PAY A FAIR 
RENTAL IN FUTURE. 


Controller Allan Campbell sold at auction 
yesterday leases of the Catherine, Fulton, Wall, 
South, and Hamilton Ferries to Brooklyn, and the 
new ferry from the head of Second-avenue to the 
New-Haven Railroad depot opposite. There were 
a number of gentlemen present, but only one 
bid was made for each ferry. The Union 
Ferry Company, which now operates’ the 


five Brooklyn ferries mentioned, was rep- 
resented by Joseph A _ Perry, Treasurer, 
who bid 124% per cent. of the gross receipts, the 
upset price decided upon by the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners. There being no competition the 
franchises were knocked down to Mr. Perry, and 
the Union Ferry Company will continue to control 
the five ferries. The leases run for five years trom 
May 1, 1881. The 12% per cent. of the gross re- 
ceipts is to be paid to the City quarterly, and as 
soon as the leases are formally signed the company 
wiil be required to deposit $25,000 in the City Treas- 
ury, which will be credited to the first quar- 
ter’srent. One of the conditions in the leases 
provides that the present rates of ferriage 
shall not be increased during the continuance of the 
leases, and itis understood that the commission 
or 1-cent hours will remain as now—from 5 to 7:30 
o’clock, morning and afternoon. Another condi- 
tion requires each ferry-boat to be furnished with 
a fire apparatus, and in case of afire along the 
water front the Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment may call on the company to use its boats to 
help to put out the flames. Whenever such ser- 
vice is performed itis to be paid for at the rate 
of $20 per hour. The receipts of the Union 
Ferry Company during the past year amounted 
to about $1,100,000. The upset price of 1244 per 
cent. was agreed upon with the expectation that 
there will be no falling off in the company’s re- 
ceipts, and the City’s revenue from the leases is, 
therefore, expected to be at least $125,000 per year. 
For the past 10 years the company nas only paid $1 
per year for their leases. Suits to set aside 
these absurd one-dollar leases were _insti- 
tuted by the City over two yearsago, and 
are now pending. As the result of negotia- 
tions between the company and the City authori- 
ties, however, these suits are to be discontinued. 
The terms of the compromise are that the Union 
Ferry Company shall ~ to the City $300,000 cash. 
This amount will be handed over by the company 
as soon as the suits shall have been. formally dis- 
continued in the courts. 

After disposing of the Union Ferry Company's 
franchises, the Controller put up the franchise of 
the proposed new ferry from One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth-street and Second-avenue to the 
New-Haven Railroad Depot on the opposite side of 
the Harlem River. This ferry was established by 
the Common Council and approved by Mayor 
Cooper in October last, and the lease was sold yes- 
terday for the first time. The upset price de- 
manded by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund was 5 per cent. of the gross receipts, the lease 
to run for five years from the Ist of May. This 
sum was bid by William H. Morrell, of No. 34 West 
Twenty-fifth-street, and the lease was knocked 
down to him at that price. Mr. Morrell said he 
represented a number of wealthy gentlemen living 
in New-Rochelle, Throgg’s Neck, and neighboring 
parts of Westchester County. It was proposed to 
organize a company and start the new ferry at 
once. Mr. Jacob Lorillard, he said, was promi- 
nently interested in the projected company, and 
would probably be its head.

FAILURES OUT OF TOWN. 
Advices have been received in this City stat- 
ing that A. N. Dukes has been appointed Receiver 
of the Indiana Manufacturing Company, of Peru, 
Ind., by Judge Brown, on the application of the 
employes, who had not been paid for some time 


past. The company was established in 1870 by the 
Howe Sewing-machine Company, the authorized 
capital being $500.000, nearly all of which was 
owned by A. B. Stockwell and Levi Stockwell, of 
New-York. The property consists of 22 acres of 
land, estimated worth $30,000, upon which‘are sub- 
stantial and commodious buildings which cost over 
$30,000, the machinery being valued at $20,000. 
The whole property is estimated to be worth from 
$80,000 to $100,000, and is mortgaged for $50,000. 
The floating debs of the company are 
reported at $45,000. Severalnotes past due were 
recently sued upon and one was paid. It is re- 
ported that A. B. Stockwell has declared a divi- 
dend of $80,000 on the stock, which led to dissatis- 
faction among Eastern parties, the principal ones 
being two New-York City banking firms with whom 
the stock was hypothecated at 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, but as the stock was not in their names they 
could not control the dividends, The Receiver is 
running the factory, andit is said the assets are 
sufficient to pay all the debts, The company manu- 
factured sewing-machine cabinets. 

Reports from New-Orleans state that Sims, Fos- 
ter & Iyy, cotton commission merchants,who were 
involved by the failure of the Mobile firm of Sims, 
Foster & Co., have obtained an extension from 
their creditors, and have been succeeded by Fos- 
ter, Morrison & Co. The statement of Sims, Fos- 
ter & Ivy shows liabilities, $83,000; assets, $130,000. 

It was announced in this City yesterday that 
two well-known firms in Richmond, Va., had 
failed. R. B. Somerville & Son, tobacco and grain 
commission merchants, have made an assignment, 
and Kindred & Callaway, commission merchants, 
have suspended. They have been in business many 
years, and were highly regarded, but itis reported 
that lately their business fell off and they became 
hard pressed for money.

John Ill, keeps a brass foundry at No. 201 
Wooster-street, and lives in the same building. At 
alate hour on Tuesday night his wife heard the 
noise of persons moving about the foundry, and, 


arming herself with a revolver, ran down stairs 
crying ‘“ Police!’ Two young men ran out of the 
alleway leading to the foundry, and Patrolman 
McGinn, of the Fifteenth Precinct, who had heara 
the woman's cries for help, pursued and captured 
one of them.

ESTEE! AA ENE 
KILLED BY BAD DRAINAGE AND FILTH. 

Dr. W. A. Fanning, of No. 958 Ninth-ave- 
nue, yesterday filed at the Bureau of Vital Statis- 
tics the death certificate of William Miles Gilhooly, 


an infant 12 months old, who died at the residence 
of his parents, in Sixty-eighth-street, near Broad- 
way, from " malaria, caused by. dirty streets and 
pad drainage.’’ The Doctor, on being requested 
last night to explain the causes of the child’s death, 
said that the parents of the child live in a frame 
house, the cellar of which is foul and unwhole- 
some. The soil-pipe leading from the house has 
been long choked up near where it emptied into 
the main sewer, and at times the contents of the 
sewer overflowed into the cellar, filling the house 
with noxious exhalations. This caused the malaria 
which hadtaffected the child, and the symptoms 
were greatly aggravated by the filthy condition of 
the street in front of the house. The street is un- 
paved, and the filth was there at times ankle-deep. 
Quantities of ashes, garbage, and other filth had 
been thrown into the street, and the stench from 
the accumulations was almost unbearable. Dr. 
Fanning says that the death of the child, if not di- 
rectly due to the condition of the streets and the 
bad drainage, was certainly hastened thereby.
